© ing proper Powers for the governing, maintaining, and regulating the ſaid Poor, and providing a proper 
Place for their Reception, will tend to the more effectual Relief of ſuch as by Age and Infirmities are 
rendered incapable of ſupporting themſelves by their Labour, to the better Employment of the able and 
© induſtrious, to the proper Correction and Puniſhment of the proflizate and idle, and to the Education of

jor Part of the ſaid Truſtees ſhall and may ele& and appoint one other fit and able Inhabitant of the ſaid Pariſh 
in the Stead of every ſuch Truſtee ſo dying, removing, refuſing, or neglecting to act; and ſuch Perſpn and 
Perſons, ſo from Time to Time elected and appointed, ſhall have the ſame Power and Authority to act in 
the Execution of this Act, as the Truſtee or Truſtees ſo dying, removing, refuſing, or negleCting to act as 
aforeſaid, were inveſted with. 

III. And be it further enacted, That no Perſon ſhall be eligible or capable of acting as a Truſtee in the 
Execution of this Act (except the Vicar, Churchwardens, and Overſeers of the ſaid Pariſh), but for and 
during ſo long and ſuch Time only as he ſhall either pay or be liable to pay, as Landlord or Tenant, for

for every ſuch Offence, forfeit and pay the Sum of fifty Pounds, together with Coſts of Suit, to any Perſon 
who ſhall ſue for the ſame, to be recovered in any of his Majeſty's Courts of Record, by Action of Debt or 
on the Caſe, or by Bill, Plaint, or Information, wherein no Eſſoin, Protection, or Wager of Law, or 
more than one Imparlance, ſhall be allowed, and wherein the Proof of the Qualification ſhall be on the 
Perſon proſecuted ; and it ſhall be ſufficient for the Proſecutor to prove that the Perſon ſo proſecuted had 
acted as a Truſtee in the Execution of this Act.

very extenſive Trades and Manufactures are carried on by Perſons reſiding or dealing within the Pariſhes 
of Haiifax, Bradferd, Kighley, Bingley, Guiſel:y, Calverley, alley, Birſtal, Airfield, Hartiſbæad cum 
Clifton, Almandbury, Kirkheaton, Kirkburton, and Huddersfield, and the Lordihip or Liberty of Tang, in

Place, and Stead of the Perſon or Perſons ſo dying or removing, or neglecting or refuſing to act as afore- 
ſaid: And in caſe the ſaid Commiſſioners for each Pariſh and the Lordſhip or Liberty aforeſaid for the 
Time being, or iome three of them at leaſt, ſhall fail or neglect to meet and atſemble on the firſt Monday 
in the Month of May, in any Year, at the reſpective Places herein-before appointed, and do not or ſhall 
not then and there elect, nominate, appoint and afizn a Number of the molt ſabſtantial and 3 
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Perſons reſiding and inhabiting within their ſaid Pariſhes or the Lordſhip or Liberty aforeſaid reſpectively, 
equal to one-third Part of the whole Number of Commiſſioners, by this Act appointed for each ſuch Pariſh 
or the ſaid Lordſhip or Liberty, or do not or ſhall not, within fix Days next after ſuch Election, deliver 
or tranſmit a true and fair Liſt of the Names of ſuch Perſons as ſhall be fo elected, in Writing under thcir 
Hands and Seals, or under the Hands and Seals of three of them at leaſt, to the ſaid Clerk or his Deputy 
for the Time being; then, and in ſuch Caſe, fo many of the ſaid Commiſſioners as ſhall aſſemble, ſit and 
hold the ſaid Court at Halifax aforeſaid, on the firſt Monday in the Month of June, in any Year, next 
after ſuch Failure or Neglect ſhall be made as aforeſaid, or the major Part of them, ſhall then and there 

ele, nominate, appoint and aſſign a Number of the moſt ſubſtantial and diſcreet Perſons reſiding and 
inhabiting within any ſuch Pariſh, or Lordſhip or Liberty, for which no ſuch Election of Commiſſioners 

was made, or Liſt thereof delivered or tranimitted to the ſaid Clerk or his Deputy, as herein- before di- 
reaed and appointed; which Perſons ſo to be elected or nominated at Halifax aforeſaid, on the firſt Mon- 
day in Fune, in any Year, ſhall be added to and put or placed laſt upon the Liſt of Commiſſioners for each 
ſuch Pariſh or the Lordſhip or Liberty wherein they moit commonly and —_— reſide and dwell ; and 
the third Part of the Number of Perſons ſtanding firſt or foremoſt upon the Liſt of Commiſſioners for each 
ſuch Pariſh or Lordſhip or Liberty, ſhall be ſtruck off or out of ſuch Liſt reſpeckively: And the ſaid Per- 
ſons ſo to be elected and nominated as aforeſaid, are hereby authoriſed, impowered, and required to act as 
Commiſſioners (being duly qualified as herein-after mentioned) for the Purpoſes of putting this Act in 
Execution, in the Room, Place, and Stead of the third Part of the Number of Perſons ſtanding firſt and 
foremoſt on the Liſt of Commiſſioners for each ſuch Pariſh and the Lordſhip or Liberty aforeſaid, and to 
be ſtruck off or out of each ſuch Liſt as aforeſaid. 

III. And be it further enacted, That, for the more orderly and effectual dares in the ſaid Court, 
and that no undue Preference or Delay may be made or given in ſummoning the ſaid Commiſſioners to 
attend the Buſineſs of the ſaid Court, the ſaid Clerk or his Deputy for the Time being is hereby authoriſed, 
impowered, and required, from Time to Time, within ſeven Days next after ſuch ſeveral Liſts ſhall be 
delivered or tranſmitted to him as aforeſaid, to ſummon or cauſe to be ſummoned the ſaid Commiſſioners tc 
attend the Buſineſs of the ſaid Court, in ſuch Rotation as is herein-after mentioned ; (to wit) the thirteen 
Perſons fi: ſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on the Liſt of Commiſſioners for the ſaid Pariſh of Halifax, the 
ten Perfons firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of Bradford, the ſeven Perſons 


| firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of Kighley, the three Perſons firſt named or 


ſtanding foremoſt on tuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of Bingley, the four Perſons firſt named or ſtanding fore- 


moſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of Guiſeley, the three Perſons firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch 
Lift for the ſaid Pariſh of Calverley, the four Perſons firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the 


ſaid Pariſh of Batley, the ſeven Perſons firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of 


Bir/tal, the thiee Perſons firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of Mirffeld, the 
Perſon firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of Hartiſbead cum Clifton, the three 
Perſons firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of gong the five Perſons firſt 
named or ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of K:r4heaton, the fix Perſons firſt named or 
ſtanding foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of K:rkburton, the eight Perſons firſt named or ſtanding 


foremoſt on ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Pariſh of Huddersſield, and the Perſon firſt named or ſtanding foremoſt on 


ſuch Liſt for the ſaid Lordſhip or Liberty of Teng, making in all ſeventy-nine Perſons (being one-third Part 


of the whole Number of Commiſſioners appointed by this Act), to attend the ſaid Court, and ſerve as 


Commiſſioners for four Calendar Months then next enſuing ; and ſo in like Manner the like reſpeQive 
Number of Perſons ſhall, as they next ſtand in Order in each ſuch Liſt, be ſummoned to attend the ſaid 
Court, and ſerve as Commiſſioners for the four Calendar Months then next enſuing; and ſo again to be 
ſummoned from Time to Time to attend and ſerve at the ſaid Court as Commiſſioners for four Calendar 
Months in the like Rotation: And in caſe the ſaid Commiſſioners, or three of them at leaſt, ſhall neglect 
or refuſe to aſſemble on any of the Days by this Act appointed for holding the ſaid Court, then and in 
ſuch Caſe it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the Clerk of the ſaid Coutt or his Deputy for the Time 
being, to adjourn the ſaid Court to the next General Court-day to be held in Rotation as aforeſaid, or to 
ſuch other Day. before the ſaid General Court-day, as the Clerk or his Deputy ſhall think proper. 

IV. Provided, That nothing herein contained ſhall extend to exclude or debar any of the Perſons who 
are or ſhall be choſen Commiſſioners as aforeſaid (although they be not in Rotation) from ſitting and giving 
1 in the ſaid Court fo often as they ſhall think fit. 

V. Provided alſo, That no Commiſſioner ſhall fit and give Judgement in any Cauſe whatſoever (whether 
in Rotation or not) wherein he is a Party, or any ways intereſted ; but, after being heard in the Cauſe, 
ſhall withdraw till the ſame is finally determined; nor ſhall any Clerk, or other Officer of the ſaid Court 
for the Time being, exerciſe his ſaid Office in the ſaid Court, or any Thing relating thereto, in any Cauſe 
wherein he is a Party, or any ways intereſted ; but the ſaid Commiſfioners then aſſembled at ſuch Court 
ſhall and may appoint another Perſon to execute the Office of ſuch Clerk or other Officer reſpeclively, in 


all Things relating to ſuch Cauſe ; and if the Commiſſioners aſſembled ſhall happen to be equally divided 


upon any Queſtion that may come before them, the Commiſſioner preſent, who ſtands firſt in the Lift of 
Commiſſioners to be put up in the Court-houſe or Place where they ſhall meet, ſhall have the caſting Vote. 

VI. And be it further enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful, from and after the paſſing of this Act, 
to and for all and every Perſon and Perſons whomſoever, who now hath or have, or hereafter ſhall have, 
any Debt or Debts, not amounting to the Sum of forty Shillings, owing unto him, her, or them, in his, 
her, or their own Right, or as Executor, Adminiſtrator, Guardian, or 'I'ruſtee, by or from any Perſon or 
Perſons whomſoever, reſiding, inhabiting, or keeping any Shop, Shed, Stall, Stand, or ſeeking a Liveli- 
hood, or trading or dealing, within the {aid Pariſhes, or Lordſhip or Liberty, or any of them reſpectively, 
to apply to the Clerk of the ſaid Court for the Time being, or his Deputy; who 
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or Debtors to be warned or ſummoned by the Beadle or Officer of the ſaid Court for the Time being, by 
Writing to be delivered to the Debtor or Debtors, or left at his, her, or their reſpective Dwelling-houſe or 
Place of Abode, or Place of dealing or working, within the ſaid Pariſhes, and Lordſhip or Liberty, or by 
any other reaſonable Warning or Notice, to appear, either in Perſon or by their proper Agent or Agents, 


before the Commiſſioners of the ſaid Court, at ſome certain Time and Place to be mentioned in the ſaid 


Summons or Notice, expreſſing the Names of the Parties, to anſwer touching ſuch Debt or Debts reſpec- 
tively ; and upon the Return of ſuch Summons or Notice, and at the Time and Place therein mentioned, 
and at all Times afterwards as there ſhall be Occaſion, in cafe ſuch Debtor or Debtors appear either in 
Perſon or by their Agent or Agents as aforeſaid, according to the ſaid Summons or Notice, the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners, or any three or more of them, ſhall and may hear and determine concerning fuch Debt or 
Debts; and ſhall have full Power and Authority, by virtue of this Act, to make, or cauſe to be made ſuch 
Orders, and to give and pronounce ſuch Judgements and Decrees, and to award Execution touching and 
concerning the ſame, and the Coſts of ſuch Suit, as to them ſhall ſeem agreeable to Juſtice and Equity; 
which Acts, Orders, Judgements, Decrees, and Awards, ſhall be final to all Intents and Purpoſes thereto 
between the Parties: But in caſe ſuch Debtor or Debtors ſhall not appear, either in Perſon or by an Agent 
or Agents as aforeſaid, according to ſuch Summons or Notice, to anſwer as aforeſaid, then it ſhall be law- 
ful for the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, upon Proof being made upon Oath before 
them of the Service of the ſaid Summons, or Notice being given as aforeſaid, to proceed ex parte to hear 
the Matter of Complaint touching ſuch Debt or Debts, and to make and pronounce the: eupon ſuch Order, 
Judgement, or Decree concerning the ſame, as to them ſhall ſeem juſt and equitable, and to appoint ſome 
certain Time and Place, according to their Diſcretions, for ſuch Debtor or Debtors to ſhew Cauſe before 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, or my three or more of them, why ſuch Order, Judgement, or Decree, ſo made 
and pronounced as aforeſaid, ſhould not be put in Execution : And the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three 
or more of them, whether the Debtor or Debtors ſhall appear in Manner aforeſaid, or ſhew Cauſe, or not 
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(Proof upon Oath being made, that a Copy of ſuch Order, Judgement, or Decree, had been given or deli- 


vered to ſuch Debtor or Debtors, or left at his, her, or their uſual Place of Abode, or ſuch other Place or 
Places as aforeſaid, or that reaſonable Notice thereof had been given to ſuch Debtor or Debtors), to make 


and pronounce ſuch final Order, Judgement, or Dectee, or ſuch other Order, between the Parties, touch- 


ing ſuch Debt or Debts, and the Coſts of ſuch Suit, as to them ſhall ſeem agreeable to Equity and good 
Conſcience; and all ſuch Acts, Orders, Judgements, and Decrees, and all and every the Proceedings of 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, ſhall be entered and regiſtered in a Book or Books, to be provided and kept by the 
Clerk of the ſaid Court for that Purpoſe, and ſhall be obſerved, performed, and kept, in all Parts, as well 
by the Creditor or Plaintiff, as by the Debtor or Defendant : And in any Caſe where the ſaid Commiſhon- 
ers, or any three or more of them, ſhall] have made any Order or Decree, or pronounced any Judgement 
for the Payment of Money, it ſhall be lawful for them, or any three or more of them, to award Execution 
either againſt the Body or Goods of the Party againſt whom ſuch Order or Decree ſhall be made, or Judge- 
ment pronounced; and thereupon it ſhall be lawful for the Clerk of the ſaid Court, or his Deputy, at the 
Requeſt of the Party proſecuting ſuch Order, Judgement, or Decree, to iſſue a Precept under his Hand 
and Seal, by way of a fferi facias, or capias ad ſatisfaciendum, to the Beadle of the ſaid Court; who, by 
virtue of any ſuch Precept ifſued upon the Execution awarded againſt the Body of ſuch Party, ſhall and 
may, and is hereby impowered, by himſelf or his Deputy or Deputies (appointed for that Purpoſe by and 
with the Privity and Conſent of the Clerk of the ſaid Court), or other Aſſiſtants, to take and apprehend 
ſuch Party, being within the Pariſhes and Lordſhip or Liberty aforeſaid ; and every ſuch Party or Parties fo 
taken and apprehended, to confine and impriſon in ſuch publick Priſon or Place of Confinement, within 
the ſaid Pariſhes, and Lordſhip or Liberty, to be provided and appointed by the Commiſhoners for the 
Time being, or the major Part of ſuch of them who in Rotation ſhall act as aforeſaid, at their firſt Aſſembly

pay, or Cauſe to be paid, or tendered, unts the Clerk of the ſaid Court, ſuch Sum or Sums, and Coſta, 
together with One Shilling and Eightpence as a Rewerd for his Trouble, in receiving and paying over the 
ſaid Debt and Coſts, and entering Acknowledgement and Satisfaction in full for the ſame, and alio the Sum 
of Five Shillings for Gaol Fees (in cafe ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſhall have been committed to Priſon), then, 
and in ſuch Cale, the Execution ſhall be ſuperſeded, and the Body, or Goods and Chattels, of the ſald 
Party ſhall be diſcharged and ſet at Liberty: And if, upon the Day of Return of any Summons, or at any 
Continuation or Adjournment cf the fai4 Court, the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs ſhall not appear, or appearing 
Hall not make due Proof of his, her, or their Demand, to the Satisfaction of the Court, but become non— 
ſuired, it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any th:ce or more of them, to award to the Deten— 
da:t or Defendants reaſonable Coſts, and to order and oblige the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs to pay the fame by 
fuch Ways and Means as are herein provided for the Recove:y of Debts, 

Vil. Provided always, That nothing herein contained ſhall extend, or be conſtrued to extend, to im- 
power the ſaid Comm iſſione rs to iflue any Proceſs againſt the Goods and Chattels of any Perton or Perſons, 
where the Party intitled to the Benefit of any ſuch Order, 1 or Decree, as aforeſaid, ſhall have 
ob*2ined any Warrant or Proceſs as aforeſaid, againſt the Body or Bodies of the fame Perſon or Perfons, 
unicis fuch Perſon cr Perſons ſhall eſcape out of Cuſtody, or ſhall abſcond or depart out of the {aid Pa— 
riſhes, n or Liberty, to avoid being apprehended and taken by virtue of ſuch laſt- mentioned War— 
rand or Froceis. ; ; 

VIII. Provided alſo, T hat no Coſts to be given, awarded, or allowed by the ſaid Commiſſioners, ſhall, 
in any Caſe whatſoever, exceed the Sum of ten Shillings. : 

N. And be it further enacted, That if the Beadle of the ſaid Court, or his Deputy, who ſhall be em- 
ployed to ferve or levy any Execution, ſhall, by wilful or notorious Neglect or Connivance, cauſe or 
\uFer the Party, agaiuit whom Execution ſhall be awarded, to eſcape, or the Goods or Chattels of ſuch 
Party to be carried away or ſecreted, ſo that the Execution ſkall not have its due Effect, it ſhall be lau ful 
for the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, upon Complaint and Proof thereof made, upon 
the Oath or Oaths of one or more credible Witneſs or Witneſſes, to order ſuch Beadle, or his Deputy, ta 
pay the Sum or Sums of Money for which the ſaid Execution was awarded, in ſome reaſonable Lime to be 
ſer and appointed by the ſaid Commiſſioners; and in caſe the ſaid Beadle, or his Deputy, ſhall refuſe or 
neglect to pay the ſame at the Time ſet and appointed for that Purpoſe, then, on Complaint of the Plain- 
tiff in ſuch Execution to the Commilhoners at their next Court, they ſhall order the Clerk of the ſaid Court 
to pay the ſame, and he is hereby made liable and ſubject thereto; and on Demand made thereof, and on 
his Refuſal ſo to do, the ſame may be recovered againſt him by ſuch Ways and Means as are herein pro- 
v:4:4 for the Recovery of Debts. 

N. And be it further enacted, That ſuch Commiſſioners, who ſhall be the acting Commiſſioners accord- 
ing to the Rotation aforeſaid, not being leſs in Number than twenty, ſhall have Power and Authority, by 
virtue of this Act, from Time to Time, and ſo often as they ſhall ſee Occaſion, at any Court or Courts, 
to make ſuch Rules or Orders for the better regulating the Practice of the ſaid Court, as to them ſhall ſeem 
neceſſary and conducive to the Purpoſes of this Act, ſo as they be conformable to Law, and do not tend to 
lefien, abridge, or alter the Fees herein-after allowed by this Act to be taken by the Clerk or Beadle of the 
ſaid Court for the Time being, or to the Exerciſe of any Juriſdiction inconſiſtent with the true Intent and 
Meaning of this Act, and do relate to the Proceſs, Practice, and Method of Proceeding of and in the ſaid 


Court only; according to which Rules and Orders, ſo from Time to Time to be made, the ſaid Commil- 


ſioners, or any three or more of them, ſhall have full Power and Authority, by virtue of this Act, to pro- 
ceed upon, and to hear and determine all Matters of Debt not amounting to the ſaid Sum of forty Shillings 
which ſhall be brought before them by virtue of this Act, and to make and pronounce ſuch Judgements 
and Decrees concerning the ſame, as to them ſhall ſeem agreeable to Equity and good Conſcience : And 
that it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, in Court aſſembled, and 
they are hereby impowered, to adminiſter an Oath to the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs, Defendant or Defendants, 
and to ſuch Witneſs or Witneſſes as ſhall be produced by each Party; and alſo to all or any of the Officers 
of the ſaid Courts, and to any other Perſon or Perſons whatſoever, whoſe Evidence ſhall to the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners, or any three or more of them, appear neceſſary for the better Diſcovery of the Truth, and 
more ſolemn Determination of Matters and Cauſes which ſhall be depending in the ſaid Court. 

XI. And be it further enacted, That no Action or Suit for any Debt brought or commenced in the ſaid 
Court of Requeits, nor any Order, Decree, or other Proceedings of the ſaid Commiſſioners in the ſaid 
Court, ſha!l be removeable out of the ſame by Certiorari, or any other Writ or Proceeding whatſoever, 
into any of his Majeſty's Courts at Tęſiminſter, or into any other Court whatſoever, againſt any Perſon cr 
Perſons refiding or inhabiting within the Limits of the ſeveral and reſpective Pariſhes, or Lordſhip or Li- 
berty; and that if any fuch Action or Suit ſhall be ſo removed and proſecuted, the Def#ndant therein ſhall 
end may plead the General Iſſue; and in caſe the Debt ſued for, or to be recovered in ſuch Action or Suit, 
doth not amount to the Sum of forty Shillings, and the Defendant ſhall] prove by ſufficient Teſtimony that 
juch Action was removed out of, or was firſt brought in the ſaid Court of Requeſts ; then, and in every 
/uch Caſe, the Plaintiff in every ſuch Action or Suit ſhall not recover, but Judgement ſhall be given for the 
Defendant or Defendants, and the Judge or Judges before whom the ſaid Cauſe ſhall be tried ſhall award 
tat the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs in ſuch Acllon or Suit ſhall pay to the Defendant or Defendants Treble Coſts. 
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XII. And, for the more effeQually eſtabliſhing the ſaid Court of Requeſts, and the better enforcing 


© the Orders and Decrees which ſhall be made by the ſaid Commiſſioners; and that they may be veſted 


c with proper Power and Authority, and be free and exempt from any Inſults or Abuſes; be it further en- 
acted, Tnat if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall affront, inſult, or abuſe, all or any or either of the Commiſſion- 
ers or Officers of the ſaid Court during their fitting in the ſaid Court, or in going to or returning from the 
ſame, or ſhall interrupt the Proceedings of the ſaid Court, or in anywiſe hinder, abuſe, moleſt, or oppoſe 
any Officer in the Execution of his Office, it ſhall be Jawtful for the Beadle of the ſaid Court, or his De- 
puty for the Time being, by Order of the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, then ſitting, 
to take ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſo offending before one or more of his Mzjeſty's Juftices of the Peace for

ting, on the Notth and North eaſt Parts thereof, upon a certain Road there, further Eaſt on the Znjicld 
Allotment, and on the South and Weſt Parts thereof, upon bis Majeſty's Allotment, and the Allotment 
to the Pariſh of Edmonton; and one other Allotment, lying near the End of Par/on's Lane near Enfic!! 
Town, on the South Side of the Road leading from the faid Lane up the Chaſe, containing, by Admea- 
ſurement, four Acres and two Roods ; one other Allotment, lying on the North Side of the ſaid Road, 
nearly oppoſite to Maſter Bache's Houſe, containing, by Admeaſurement, fifteen Actes and two Roo!'s ; 
and one other Allotment, lying near the Windmill on the laid Chaſe, abutting, on the South, on the 
Fence of Enfield Old Park, and on the South-eaſt Part on the Back of the Spring lying above the Houſe 


in the Occupation of Maſter 7% Horne, containing ten Acres, making in the whole five hundred and 


nineteen Acres and thirty-two Perches, ſhall, from and after the Apportionment hercin-atier directed, 
become, and the ſame ſhall from thenceforth be and remain veſted in the Maſter, Fellows, and Scholars 
of Trinity College in the Univerſity of Cambridge, and their Succeliors, and the ſaid Earl of L:/burne, and 
the Right Honourable Lord Vaughon, eldeſt Son of the ſaid Earl of Liſburne, and in the ſaid Vicar of Hu- 
field and his Succeſſors, according to their ſeveral Shares and Proportions thercof and Intereſts therein, to 
be ſet out to them in Manner herein-after directed; freed and diſcharged of and from all Rights of Chaſe, 
and Soil, Rights of Common, and other Rights of the King's Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, and cf 
the Freeholders and Copyholders of the ſeveral Pariſhes of Enfield, Edmonton, South Mimms, and Anden 
Hadley, their Heirs, Leflees, Tenants, and Aſſigns, except Suit and Service to the Courts of the Manor 
of Enfield aforeſaid. 

* XV. And whereas the ſaid Maſter, Fellows, and Scholars, and the ſaid Earl of Lifburne, and Lord

they are hereby appointed Referees for dividing and apportioning, and they are hereby authoriſed and 
directed to divide, ſet out, and apportion, and by their Award in Writing, to be by them executed, to 
aſſign the ſaid Allotment of four hundred and eighty- nine Acres and thirty-two Perches, to and among (t 
the faid Maſter, Fellows, and Scholars, and their Succeſſors, and the ſaid Vicar of Eri and his Suc- 
ceſſors, and the ſaid Earl of Linne and Lord /angban, and their Truftce, in Manner following; (that 
is to ſay) To the ſaid Vicar of Enfeld and his Succeſtors, ſuch Share or Proportion thereof as they ſha!l 
adjudge . Quality, and Situation conſidered) to be equal in Value to eighty Acres, upon an

* LXXXII. And whereas the Inhabitants of the ſaid Pariſh of South Mimms are numerous, and the

ſigned by them reſpectively, ſpecifying the Number of Servants ſo retained and employed by them ſor the 
Purpoſes aforeſaid, to the Aſſeſſors within and for the reſpective Diſtricts or Limits where ſuch Servants 
thall uſually reſide, and the Aſſeſſments for and in reſpe& of ſuch Servants ſhall be made and delivered by 
the Aſſeſſors within and for ſuch reſpective Limits or Diſtricts. | 

XIV. And it is hereby further enacted and declared by the Authority aforeſaid, That ſuch Aſſeſſors as 
aforeſaid ſhall not be bound by ſuch Liſts as ſhall be delivered to them reſpectively in purſuance of this Act, 
but ſhall be at Liberty, in caſe they ſhall find upon due Examination that any Servant or Servants-are

under ſuch Penalties and Forfeitures, and according to ſuch Rules, Methods, and Diſections, as arc pre-: 
ſcribed or appointed for raiſing, levying, collecting, and paying the ſeveral and refpective Duties upon 
Glaſs, in and by the faid recited Act and this Act; and all and every the Powers, Authorities, Rules, Di- 
rections, Penalties, Forfeitures, Clauſes, Matters, and Things therein mentioned, for menaging, railing, 
Jevying, collecting, mitigating, recovering, adjudging, aſcertaining, and paying the feveral and reſpective 
Rates and Duties thereby granted (other than in ſuch Caſes only for which other Penalties are preſcribed in 
and by this preſent Act) ſhall be in full Force, and be duly obſerved, practiſed, and put in Execution, to 
all Intents and Purpoſes, as well as for managing, railing, levying, collecting, mitigating, recovering, end 
paying the ſeveral Rates and Duties by this Act granted, as fully and effectually as if the ſaid Act, and all 
and every ,the ſaid Powers, Authorities, Rules, Directions, Methods. Penalties, Forfeitures, Clauſcs, 
Matters, and Things, were particularly repeated and re-enacted in the Bedy of this preſent Act; and 211 
the Monies arifing by the ſeveral Rates and Duties by this Act granted (the neceſſary Charges of railing, 
collecting, and accounting for the ſame excepted), ſhall, from Time to Time, be paid into the Receipt 
of his Majeſty's Exchequer at Hęſiminſter, diitincily and apart from all other Branches of the public Re- 
venue. 
XXX. And whereas the Duties upon Glaſs. granted by the afore-recited Act of the nineteenth Year of 
the Reign of his late Majeſty King George the Second, were, together with certain Duties upon Spi- 
* tituous Liquors, made a Fund for the Payment of the ſeveral Annuities granted by the ſaid Act; and by 
* an Act of the twenty-fifth Year of the Reign of his ſaid late Majeſty King Gezrge the Second, the fame 
© were directed to be carried to the Sinking Fund, after reſerving ſufficient to anſwer and pay ſuch Annu- 
* ities on Lives at the Exchequer as were eſtabliſned by the afore-mentioned Act of the nincteenth Year of 
© his ſaid late Majeſty ;* be it therefore enacted by the Authority aforeſz'd, That, from and after the fifen 
Day of July, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-ſeven, the yearly Sum of fixty-three thouſand and 
ſeventy-eight Pounds, eight Shillings, and eightpence, being the Amount of the annual Produce into the

* XXXI. And whereas, in the manufacturing of all Sorts of Glaſs, Part of the Metal and other Mate- 
© rials uſed for making of Glaſs, are left at the Bottom of each Pot uſed for preparing and mixing the fame, 
which cannot be conveniently wrought out, and other Waſte doth neceffarily happen in the manufac- 
* turing of thoſe Materials, and the Allowances by the ſaid recited AQ given and provided are not ſuf- 
. ficient;' it is hereby further enacted and provided, That in all Pots, containing more than one hundred

ot of one-fifth Part of the Metal or other Materials. contained therein, and three Inches deep at the Bottom 
of every ſuch Pot; and the reſpectiye Commiſſioners for the inland Duties on Glaſs in Crear Britain are 
hereby authoriſed and required to make the reſpeRive Allowances herein directed; which Allowances are 
hereby declared to be in full Compenſation for all Waſte, Damage, or Lofs whatſocver, except the Allow-

HERE AS by two Acts, one made in the eighth Year of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth (inti- 
tuled, An Ad for uttering of Caps, and far true Making ef Hats and Caps); and the other made in 
the firſt Year of the Reign of King James the Firſt {intitu]: d, An AA fer tie betier Execution of for mer 
Laws touching the making of Fats and Helis, and for the mere Reflraint of ful and decerval le Vorgman- 
Hg therein uſed, to the Wrong of all $3:ts of Pesble of this Realm) ; it is declared, That no Perſon or Per- 
ſons ſhall make or work any Felt or Hat, unl-!s he or they {hall have firſt ſerved as Apprentices to the 
Trade or Art of Felt making for the Space of ſ-ven Years; nor ſet to work any other Ferfon or Perſons 
than Journeymen that have Jawfully ſerved to that Art, and Apprentices Jawfuily bound to that Art;

© ſpective Forfeitures of twenty Pounds and forty Pounds, when recovered, after Satisfaction ſhould have 
been made thereout to the Party or Parties injured, together with ſuch Coſt> of Profecution as ſhould be 
* judged reaſonable by the Juſtice or Juſtices before whom ſuch Convicion ſhould have been had, fhould 
© be equally diſtributed amongſt the Poor of the Pariſh or Place where the Perſon or Perſons fo convicted 
* ſhould reſide or inhabit: And whereas it is thought neceilary to increafe the pecuniary Fenalties Uirected

IV. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That, from and after the ſ1id firſt Day of 
Zuly, one thouſand ſeven hurgred and ſeventy-ſeven, if any Perfon or Perions {hall be brought before eny 
Juſtices of the Peace, and ſhall be charged upon Oath, or (being of the People called Draters) upon ſolema 
Aſhrmation, of having been guilty of buying, receiving. accepting, or taking, by Way of Giit,. Pawn, 
Pledge, Sale, or Exchange, or in any other Manner, as is deſcribed by the {41d recited Act, in the Terms

pawn, pledge, exchange, or otherwiſe unlawfully diſpoſe of, or offer to ſell, pawn, pledge, exchange, or

loined or embezzled, or received from ſome Perſon or Perſons not intitled to diſpoſe thereof, it ſhall and

Peace, and they are hereby reſpectively authoriſed and impowered (if they ſhall think fit) to convict ſuch

© the preparing, working up, or manufacturing, of the ſame, and ſhould neglect or delay, for the Space of 
© twenty-one Days after ſuch Materials ſhould be prepared, worked up, or manufactured, to return (it re- 
© quired by the Owner or Owners of ſuch Materials ſo to do) ſo much of the ſaid Materials as ſhould not 
© be uſed as aforeſaid, to the Perſon or Perſons intruſting him, her, or them therewith, ſuch Neglect or 
Delay ſhould be deemed a purloining or embezzling of ſuch Materials; and the Perſon or Perſons fa ne-

convicted by the Oath, or (being of the People called 2zaters) Affirmation, of one or more credible 
Witneſs or Witneſſes, before one or more Juſtice or Juſtices of the Peace of the County, Riding, Divi- 
fion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, where the Oftence or Offences ſhou!d be committed, ſhould be 
ſent to the Houſe of Correction, there to be kept to hard Labour for any Time not exceeding one Month:

© Knowledge or Conſent of the Owners thereof; and that Carriers, or other Perſons employed to deliver 
Materials to Workmen to be prepared or manufactured, do defignedly deliver ſuch Materials to other 
* Perſons than thoſe intended by the Owner of ſuch Materials ;* be it therefore further enacted by the Au— 
thority aforeſaid, That, from and after the ſaid firſt Day of Juh, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy. 
even, if any Perſon ſhall receive any of the aforeſaid Materials in a fictitious Name, in order to be manu- 
factured ; or if any Perſon (hall receive in his or her own Name any of the ſaid Materials, in order to be 
manufactured by himſelf or herſelf, and afterwards deliver the ſame, or any Part thereof, to any other 
Perſon to be manufactured (without the Conſent of the Owner thereof); or if any Carrier, or other Perſon

ment, as is by this Act directed in reſpect to Perſons taking in any of the ſaid Materials in order to work 
op, ＋ N wilfully neglecting or refuſing the Performance of their Work for the Space of Time 
aforeſaid. | 
X. And whereas it frequently happens that Materials uſed in the Manufactures before mentioned, are 
found, or known to be concealed in the Poſſeſſion of Perſons who have received the fame, knowing them 
to be purloined or embezzled, or of Perſons known not to be entitled to diſpoſe of the ſame; and wnereas 
the Diſcovery and Conviction of the Purloiners and Embezzlers, Buycrs and Receivers, of ſuch Mate- 
rials, is fuji of Diiiculty, from the cloſe and clandeſtine Manner in which the Offence is committed; 
and there is till greater Difficulty in proving whole Property ſuch Materials are; and it would tend to the 
Diſcouragement and Suppreifion of ſuch Offences, if the Diſcovery and Conviction of ſuch Ofenders 
were rendered more eaſy: And whereas, by the ſaid recited Act of the twenty-ſecond Year of his late 
Mej:fty King Gezrge the Second, Juſtices of the Peace, after Conviction of any Offender for purloining 
or embezzling the ſaid Materials, or for buying or receiving the ſame, are authoriſed to grant Warrants 
for ſcarching tne Houſes and other Places of the Perſons fo convicted, but no ſuch Authority is given 
before Conviction, nor in any other Houſe or Place, except ſuch as belongs to a Perſon convicted ;* be 
it therefore further enacted, That it ſhall and may be Jawful for any two Juſtices of the Peace of any 
County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, upon Complaint made to them, upon Oata, 
by any one credible Perſon, or (being of the People called Quaters) upon ſolemn Affirmation, that there ts 
Cauſe to fuſpect that any ſuch purloined or embezzled Materials, whether mixed or unmixed, wrought or 
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unwnoughbt, are concealed in any Dwelling-houſe, Out-houſe, Yard, Garden, or other Place or Places, 


by viriu: of a Warrant under their Hands and Seals, to cauſe every ſuch Dwelling-houſe, Out- houſe, 
Yard, Garden, or Place, to be ſearched in the Day-time : And if any ſuch Materials, ſuſpected to be pur- 
loined or embezz'ed. ſhall be found therein, to cauſe the ſame, and the Perſon or Perſons in whoſe Houſe, 
Out-houle, Yard, Garden, or other Place, the ſame ſhall be found, to be brought before any two Juſtices 
of the Pezce for the ſame County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place; and if the (aid 
Perſon or Perſons ſhall not give an Account, to the Satisfaction of ſuch Juſtices, how he, ſhe, or they 
came by the ſame, then the laid Perſon or Perſons fo offending, ſhall be deemed and adjudged guilty of 2 
Mifdemeznor, and ſhall be puniſhed in Manner herein-af:er mentioned, although no Proof ſhall be given 
to wacm ſuch Materials belong. 

XI. And be it further enacted, That every Peace officer, Conſtable, Headborough, or Tythingman, 
in every County, City, Town Corporate, or other Place, where there ſhall be Officers, and every Beadle 
within his Ward, Pariſh, or Diſtrict, and every Watchman, during ſuch Time only as he is on his Dury, 
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ſhall and may apprehend, or cauſe to be apprehended, all and every Perſon or Perſons who may reaſon- 
ably be ſuſpected of having or carrying, or any ways conveying, at any Time after Sun-ſetting and before 
Sun-:iſing, any of fuch Materials ſuſpected to be purloined or embezzled, and the ſame, together with 
eh Perion or Perſons, as ſoon as conveniently may be, convey or Carry before any two Juſtices of the 
Peace for the County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, within which the ſuſpected 
Perſon or Perſons mall be apprehended; and if the Perſon or Perſons fo apprehenged in conveying any 
ſuch Materials, hall not produce the Party or Parties duly intitled to difpoſe thereof, from whom he, ſhe, 
or they bought or received the fame, or ſome other credible Witneſs, to teilify upon Oath, or (being of 
the People called Punkers) upon folemn Afiirmation, to the Sale or Delivery of the ſaid Materials (which 
Q4th or Affirmation reſpectively ſuch Juſtices are hereby impowered to adminiſter), or ſhail not give an 
Account, to the Satisfaction of ſuch jJuitices, how he, ine, or they came by the ſame ; then the ſaid Per- 
fon or Perſons fo apprehended {nail be deemed and adjudged guilty of a Miſdemeanor, and be puniſhed in 
Manner herein-aftcr mentioned, although no Proof ſhall be given to whom ſuch Materials belong. 

XII. Piovided always, and be it further enacted, That in either of the two Caſes laſt before mentioned, 
when any Perion or Perions, who ſhall be brought before any two Juſtices of the Peace, ſhall requeſt of 
ſuch Juſtices to appoint a reatonable Time to produce the Perſon or Perſons duly intitled to fell or diſpoſe 
of the ſame, of or from whom he, ſhe, or they bought or received the ſame, or ſome one or more credible 
Witneſs or Witnctiles to prove the Sale or Delivery thereof; then, and in ſuch Caſe, it ſhall and may be 
lawful for the 1a'd Juſtices, and they are hereby authoriſed and required to appoint ſuch reaſonable Time 
as aforeſaid, and to iſſue out a Summons to the Conſtablæe or other Peace Ogicer of the Pariſh or Place 
where ſuch Pet ſon or Perſons, or ſuch Witneſs or Witneſſes, ſha!l reſpectively refide, requiring him, ker, 
or them, to appear before two or more Juitices, at ſuch Time and Plzce as ſhall be fo appointed by ſuch 
Juſtices, in order to be exzmined and give Evidence on Oath, or (being of the People called Quaters

ſons having laſt ſuch Materials, or any reputable Perſon or Perſons in their Behalf, may come and claim 
the ſamic: And in caſe any Perſon or Perſons can prove his, her, or their Property in the ſaid Materials 
upon Oath, or (being of the People called Quade 5) upon his, her, or their ſolemn Affirmation, to the 
vutisfaction of any two Juſtices of the Peace tor ſuch County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, 
or Place, then ſuch Juſiices {hill order Reſtitution of ſuch Materials to the Owner or Owners theredt, 
after paying the reaſonable Charges of removing, depoſiting, and giving public Notice of the ſame; but 
if, before the End of the ſaid thirty Days, no Perſon or Perſons ſhall come and prove his, her, or their 
Property in ſuch Materials, nor any reputable Perſon or Perſons on bis, her, or their Behalr, then the

NIV. And be it further enacted, That every Perſon deemed and adjudged guilty of a Miſdemeanor, in 
having in his or her Poſſeſſion any Materials ſuſpected to be purloined or embezzled, and not producing 
the Party or Parties being duly intitled to diſpoſe of the ſame, of whom he or ſhe bought or received the 
ſame, nor giving a ſatisfactory Account how he or ſhe came by the ſame; or of a Miſdemeagor in having, 
carrying, or conveying, of the ſaid Materials ſuſpected to be purloined or embezzled, and not producing 
the Party or Parties being duly intitled to diſpoſe of the ſame, of whom he or ſhe bought or received the 
ſame, nor any credible Witneſs to teſtify upon ,Oath, or (being of the People called Dnuaters) upon ſo- 
lemn Affirmation, the Sale or Delivery thereof, nor giving a ſatis factory Account how he or ſhe came by 
the ſame (as the Caſe ſha!l be), ſhall, for every ſuch Miſdemeanor, forfeit, for the firſt Offence, the Sum 
of twenty Pounds; and for the ſecond Offence, the Sum of thirty Pounds ; and for every ſubſequent Of- 
tence, the Sum of forty Pounds: All which ſaid reſpective Forfeitures ſhall and may be levied by Diſtreſs 
and Sale of the Goods and Chattels of every ſuch Offender (rendering to him or her the Overplus, after

of twenty Shillings; and for every ſubſequent Offence, the Sum of forty Shillings; or if any Perſon ſhall 
procure any ſuch Materials as aforeſaid, to be dyed by any Perſon ſo hired, retained, or employed as 2 
Journeyman, Servant, or Appreritice, without the Conſent of his or her Maſter or Employer, or ſhall 
Offer any fuch Materials to any ſuch fourneyman, Servant, or Apprentice, for the Purpoſz aforeſaid, he 
or the ſo offending, being thereof lawfully convicted, by the Oath, or (being of the People called Prakers} 
Affirmation, of one or more credible Witneſs or Witneſſes, before two or more Juſtices of the Peace for 
the County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place, where the Offence ſhall be committed, 
ſmall, for the firſt Offence, forfeit the Sum of five Shillings; and for the ſecond Offence, the Sum of 
twenty Shillings; and for every ſubſequent Offence, the Sum of four Pounds; and each of the ſaid Pe-

; HEREAS the Powers granted by Law in Scotland relative to Highways and Bridges, and the 
4 Services and Work, and Monies, which are thereby authoriſed to be exacted and levied, have 


© been found by Experience inſufficient to amend, keep in Repair, and make the Roads and Bridges 
© neceſſary within the County of Wigton, and that other and further Powers are requiſite to be given to 
© the Heritors and Juſtices of the Peace of the ſaid County, effectually to carry the Intention of the ſaid 
Laws into Execution; and as this cannot be obtained without the Aid of Parliament ;' may it therefore 
pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be enacted; and be it enacted by the King's molt Excellent Majeſty, by 
and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent 
Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That every Perſon who is at preſent, or here- 
after ſhall be, in his own Right, or in the Right of his Wife, in the actual Poſſeſſion and Enjoyment, as 
Proprietor or Life-renter, of Lands lying within the ſaid County of J/7gten, as valued in the Tax-roll or

Provided, That in all ſuch Alterations and widening of Roads the ſaid Truſtees ſhall, in every 
Particular, follow the Method preſcribed in the General Act of the eleventh of George the Third, for 
widening of Roads in Scotland, excepting as in ſo far varied or altered by this Act; and the ſaid Truſtees, 
or any ſuch Perſon or Perſons as they ſhall appoint, may dig, gather, take, and carry away, Grave], 
Furze, Heath, Stones, or other ſuch like Materials, out of the ſeveral Grounds of any Perſons where 
ſuch Materials may be found, not dug or raiſed by the Proprietor, or others authoriſed by him, for his or 
their own private Uſe, for repairing, amending, and making ſaid Roads, or for building Arches and 
Bridges as aforeſaid, and to open convenient Acceſſes for carrying off the ſaid Materials, which Acceſſes, 
and the Places from which the ſaid Materials are propoſed to be taken, muſt be marked out by three 


Truſtees, if fo required by the Owner, or his or her Factor, or by the Occupier, paying reaſonable Da- 


mages to the Owners or Occupiers of the Grounds reſpectively from which ſuch Materials ſhall be taken, 
or over which the ſame may be carried: But if the Owner or Occupier ſhall not be ſatisfied with the 
Damages offered by the Truſtees, Application may be made to the Sheriff to have the ſame aſcertained by 
a Jury, in the ſame Manner as preſcribed in the aforeſaid Act of the eleventh of Gesrge the Third. 

XIX. And alſo, as an eaſy Acceſs to Water carriage and to the Sea may tend much to the Inprove-

p-ietors being previouſly paid the Value, not only of the Ground taken up by ſuch new Roads, and by 
the Fences that may be made along the Sides of the ſame, with the Expence of ſaid Fences, and alſo of 
the Ground neceſſary for a Landing-place whereon to lay out Lime, Shells, Coals, or other Goods, with 
the Expence of fencing off the ſame; and which Ground for a Landing-place ſhall not exceed one Acre; 
but alſo the Proprietors or Occupiets being paid all Damages ariſing from the ſaid new Roads and Ports: 
And for aſcertaining and fixing the Value and Damages aforeſaid, the ſame Mode is hereby required to 
be followed that is preſcribed by the Act of the eleventh of George the Third, for determining the Value 
and Damage ariſing from breadthening Roads to thirty Feet.

An Act for building an additional Jail, and alſo a Priſon and Houſe of Correction, within 


the County of Cornwall; and for other Purpoſes therein mentioned. 


*XX7 HEREAS the common Jail of the County of Cornwall for Criminals is within the Caſtle 
4 of 1 in the ſaid County, which is at preſent in a very decayed Condition, and being 
© ſituated near the Eaſtern Extremity of the County, the Eaſe and Convenience of the Inhabitanrs would 
© be beſt ſuited by an additional Jail for Criminals being provided nearer the Centre of the ſaid County ; 
© and the Borough of Bodmin in the ſaid County, being, from its Situation, and the Advantages of healthy 
* Air, a good Soil, and Plenty of pure and wholeſome Water, eſteemed the propereſt Place for the Erec- 
© tion of ſuch additional or new Jail; the Mayor and Burgeſſes of the ſaid Borough have, in order to for- 
* ward the Deſign of erecting the ſame, agreed to give up a Piece or Parcel of Ground lying within the 
* faid Borough, being Part of the Poſſeſſions of the Corporation, and commonly called or known by the 
Name of. Berrycoombe, otherwiſe Burcom, as and for the Site of the ſaid intended Jail, being very con- 
* venient and proper to be uſed for that Purpoſe, without receiving any pecuniary or other Conſideration 
for the ſame: And whereas the ſaid Jail within the Caſtle of Launce/ton aforeſaid has been hitherto kept 
in Repair by and out of the Revenues of the Duke of Cornwall for the Time being, and his Majeſty,

Tuſtices, and Owners of, or Perſons intereſted in, the ſaid Lands and Grounds, cannot agree upon a Sum 
to be paid for ſuch Part thereof, or Liberty therein, as ſhall be neceſſary or be required for the Purpoſes 
aforeſaid reſpectively, then the ſaid Juſtices (hall cauſe the Value thereof reſpectively to be inquired after 
and aſcertained by a Jury of twelve indifferent Men of the ſaid County; and in order thereto, the ſaid 
Juſtices, or the major Part of them, to be aſſembled in their General or Quarter Seffions, are hereby au- 
"horiſed and required, from Time to Time, as there ſhall be Occaſion, to ſummon and call before ſuch 
Jury, and examine upon Oath, all and every ſuch Perſon or Perſons as ſhall be thought neceſſary or proper 
to be examined concerning the Premiſes (which Oath any two or more of the ſaid Juſtices are hereby 
empowered to adminiſter); and ſuch Juſtices ſhall, by ordering a View or otherwiſe, ule all lawful Ways 
and Means as well for their own, as for the ſaid Jury's Information in the Premiſes ; and after the ſaid 
ury ſhall have enquired after, and aſſeſſed ſuch Value and Recompence, the ſaid Juſtices ſhall thereupon 
adjudge the Sum or Sums of Money ſo aſſeſſed to be paid to the Parties according to the Verdict of the 
Jury; which Verdict ſhall be final, binding, and concluſive to all Intents and Purpoſes whatſoever. 
And, for ſummoning and returning ſuch Jury, the ſaid Juſtices, or the major Part of them, ſo to be aſ- 
ſembled as aforeſaid, is and are hereby empowered to iſſue their Warrant or Warrants to the Sheriff of the 
ſaid County, commanding him to impannel, ſummon, and return an indifferent Jury of twenty-four Men 
of the ſaid County (not any of them being in the Commiſſion of the Peace for the ſaid County of Cornwall), 
to appear before the ſaid Tuſtices at ſuch Time and Place as in ſuch Warrant or Warrants ſhall be ap- 
ointed; and the ſaid Sheriff, or his Deputy, is hereby required to impanne}, ſummon, and return ſuch

or cauſe to'be ſworn twelve Men, who ſhall be the Jury for the aforeſaid Purpoſe; and in Default of a 
ſufficient Number of Jurymen, the ſzid Sheriff, or his Deputy, ſhall return other honeſt and indifferent 
Men of the ſaid County (not being in the Commiſfion of the Peace for the ſaid County), either of the 
Byſtanders or ſuch others as can ſpeedily be procured to attend that Service, to the Number of twelve; 
and all Perſons concerned ſhall have their lawfu! Challenges againſt any of the faid Jurymen when they 
come to be ſworn, but ſhall not challenge the Array: And the ſaid Juſtices ſhall have Power, from Time 
to Time, to impoſe any reaſonable Fine or Fines on the ſaid Sheriff, or his Deputy, or their or either of 
their Bailiffs or Agents, making Default in the Premiſes; and on any of the Perſons who ſhall be ſum- 
moned and returned on ſuch Jury, and ſhall not appear, or ſhall refuſe to be ſworn thereon, or, being ſo 
: ſworn, ſhall refuſe to g:ve, or not giving, their Verdict, or otherwiſe wilfully negleCting their Duty

that the Quantity of Ground ſo wanted, or the Liberty or Permiſſion of conveying the before- mentioned 
Stream of Water through and over the ſaid Lands and Grounds reſpectively, if the ſame ſhall alone have- 
been contracted for, ſhall be, and is hereby veſted in the Juſtices of the ſaid County for the Time being.

the ſaid intended Jail, Priſon, and Houſe of Correction, for better ſupplying the ſame with Water, as 
aforeſaid, without any Hindrance or Interruption of, from, or by any Perſon or Perſons whomſoever ; 
and alſo that it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Juſtices, their Surveyors, Workmen, or Agents, 
in like Manner, from Time to Time, as often as there ſhall be Occaſion, to enter into and upon the 
aforeſaid Lands and Grounds, or any Part or Parts thereof, for the Purpoſe of cleanfing, ſcouring, re- 
pairing, or amending, the ſaid Cut, Channel, Watercourſe, Works, and other Things, or any of them, 
or any Part thereof. 

* IX. And, for raiſing Money for the erecting, completing, and finiſhing of ſuch intended Jail, Priſon, 
© Houſe of Correction, and other Buildings as aforeſaid, and for the ſeveral other Purpoſes intended by 
© this Act, over and above the Sum fo advanced by his Majeſty's Order, as herein-before mentioned,” be 
it enacted, That it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Juftices, or the major Part of them, at their 
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Quarter Seſſions, to conclude and agree upon and aſſeſs ſuch Sum or Sums of Money as ey ſhall, from 
Time to Time, find neceſſary for the Purpoſes of this Act, but not exceeding in the Whole the Sum of fix

more eaſy aſſeſſing, collecting, and levying of County Rates, or by any other Act or Acts of Parliament, be 
aſleſſed, collected, received, levied, paid, and accounted for within the ſaid County; and ſuch Aſſeſſments, 
when received, ſhall be, from Time to Time, paid by the Treafurers or Vice-treaſurer of the ſaid County, 
to the ſaid Juſtices ſo aſſembled as aforeſaid, or to ſuch Perſon or Perſons as they, in their ſaid General or 
Quarter Seſſions aſſembled, or the major Part of them, ſhall, by their Order, appoint to receive the ſame;

and Places, beſides the three Market Towns of Spy, Burgh, and IVainficet All Saints, ſeveral of which

* during the Time the Regiment, Battalion, or Independent Company, in which they ſerved, ſhall be

W HERE As the Powers granted by Law in Scotland relative to Highways and Bridges, and the 

KK Services in Work and Money which are thereby authoriſed to be exacted and levied, have been 
© found inſufficient to amend and keep in Repair the Roads and Bridges within the County of Stirling; and 
© that other and further Powers are neceſſary, in order effectually to carry the Intention of the ſaid Laws 
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commonly called The Orphans Fund) to-

© into Execution ;* and as this cannot be obtained without the Aid of Parliament; may it pleaſe your Ma- 


jeſty that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the 
Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and gr ne and Commons, in this preſent Parliament 
aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That, for the more eaſy and effectual Execution of the

© of Divine Service, according to the Rites and Ceremonies of the Church of Hugland; and bath allo al- 
« Jotted, ſet out, and incloſed, a Piece of Ground (which hath been already conſecrated) as and for a 
Cemetery or Burying-ground belonging to the ſaid Church or Chapel, containing Eighty Yards in 
© Length, and Seventy Yards in Breadth, Part of a certain Field commonly called Tis Marley Bank, the 
© Property of the ſaid Charles Roe: And whereas the ſaid Charles Ree is willing and deſitous to endow the 
© ſaid Church or Chapel with the Sum of one hundred Pounds per Aunum, to the Miniſter, and proper 
© Salaries to the Clerk, Organiſt, Sexton, and other proper Officers and Aſfiſtants, to be paid out of the 
© Rents ariſing, or to ariſe, from the Seats, Pews, or Sitting-places, in the ſaid Church or Chapel; and 
© alſo to advance and pay the Sum of two hundred Pounds for the Puro of 4upmenting the Maintenance 
© of the Miniſters of Rainaw and Saltersford Chapels, within the ſaid Parith of Pre/ibzry, or of augment- 
ing the Maintenance of the Miniſter of either of the ſaid Chapeis ſingly, or of au y other Chapel or 
© Chapels within the ſaid Pariſh, according to the Diſcretion of the Vicar of Preſtbury tor the Time 
© being, in the Manner directed by, or in purſuance of, an Act of Parliament made in the tecond and 
© third Years of the Reign of her late Majelty Queen Anne, for the Augmentation of the Mainterarce of the 
* pror Clergy : And whereas Charlie, Legh, of Adlington, in the ſaid Parith Cf Prefthury, Eſquire, the Pa- 
A tron, and Peter Meyer Clerk, the Vicar of the * Church of Præbus) aforeſzid, by _— +: 
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© Conſent of PBeilby Lord Biſhop of Cher, the proper Ordinary of the ſame, have, in Conſideration ot 
* the Premiſes aforeſaid, conſented and agreed that the ſaid Charles Roe, his Heirs and Aſſigus, ſhall, froin 
and after the Conſecration of the ſaid new Church or Chapel, have the ſole Right of nominating or pre. 
ſenting a proper Perſon, to be from Time to Time licenſed by the ſaid Lord Biſhop of Che/ter, and hi; 
Succeſſors, to perform Divine Service therein, according to the Rites and Ceremonies of the Church 
of England; and allo of appointing Church or Chapel Wardens, Clerks, Organifts, Sextons, and 
other proper Officers and Aſſiſtants, for the Service of the ſaid Church or Chapel : And whereas the en— 
dowing the ſaid Church or Chapel, according to the pious and charitable Intention of the faid Chay/;; 
Roe, will be of great Utility to the Inhabitants of the ſaid Town of Macclesfield, and tend to promote 
the Worſhip of Almighty God; and it is juſt and reaſonable, that the Right of Nomination or Preſent. 
tion of the Miniſter, and of appointing other Officers for officiating in the ſaid Church or Chapel, 
ſhould be veſted in the ſaid Charles Roz, his Heirs and Aſſigns, yet the ſame cannot be effetually done, 
© and firmly eſtabliſhed, without the Aid and Authority of Parliament :' Therefore your Majeſty's moſt 
dutiful and loyal ſubjeR, the ſaid Charles Roe, doth moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty that it may be 
enacted ; and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the 
Authority of the ſame, "That the ſaid Church or Chapel ſhall be ſer apart, conſecrated, and dedicated, 
to and for the Service of Almighty God, as and for a Place of Divine Worſhip according to the Uſage o 
the-Church of Exgland, for ever; and ſhall, when and as ſoon as the ſame ſhall be fo conſecrated and ge. 
dicated, be, and is hereby declared to be, from theuc forth, a perpetual Cure and Benefice, and ſhall be 
called by the Name of Chri/?

IT. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, Tat the perpetual Right of Nomination or 
Preſentation of, in, and to the taid Church or Ch: pel ſhall, immediately after che Cunſecration thereof, 
be veſted in, and ſettled upon. the ſaid Charles Roe. bis Heirs and Aſſigus, for ever; and it ſhell and may 
be Jawful for the ſaid Char/:rs Roe, his Heirs or Aſſigns, immediately after the ſaid Church or Chapel ſhafl 
be conſecrated, to nominate and appoint a Miniſter, duly qualificd according to Law, to officiate and per. 
form Divine Service therein; and that ſuch Miniſter ſhall, after ſuch Nomiaation and Appointment (and 
a Licence obtained from the Lord Biſhop of Che/ter for the Time being, for performing Divine Service 
in the ſaid Church or Chapel), be deemed and taken, by virtue of this Act, to be incorporated and made 
one Body Politic and Corporate, by the N me of The Miniſter or Curate of Chriſt Church ar Chapel, in the 
Town of Macclesfield, in the Count Palatine of Cheſter, and by that Name ſhall have perpetual Succeſſion, 
and be enabled to fue and be ſued in 21 Courts of this Realm; and the ſaid Church or Chapel (hall be 
veſted in the ſaid Miniſter or Curate (© to be firſt nominated and appointed, and licenſed, and his Succeſ 
ſors Miniſters or Curates of the ſaid Church or Chapel, for ever. in the ſame Manner as the Freehold and 
Inheritance of a Pariſh Church is by the Laws of this Realm veſted in the Incumbent thereof; and the

for ſ:ch Days reſpectively; and ſhall on every S¹iꝑ ay throughout the Year, as well in the Morning as in 
the Evening (except in the Mornings of ſuch Sundays on which the Sacrament ſhall be adminiſtered in 
the ſaid Church or Chapel), and on every Chriſimas- day, Go2d-friday, and Aſcenſion- day, in the Morning, 
after Divine Service performed, preach a Sermon in the ſaid Church or Chapel; and alſo on every Eafter- 


ſunday, Whitſunday, and Chriſimas- day, and alſo upon the laſt Sunday in every Month (except in the 


Month of December, and in the Months in which Zafter day and [/hit/unday ſhall happen), adminiſter 
the Holy Sacrament in the ſaid Church or Chapel; and if the ſaid Miniſter or Curate ſhall be prevented 
or hindered by Sickneſs, or any other reaſonable Cauſe, from performing the Duties above reſpeGtively 
required and enjoined, or any of them, then and in any ſuch Caſe he ſhall find and procure ſome other 
able Miniſter or Curate to do and perform the ſame reſpectively. 

V. And be it further enacted, That in caſe the Miniſter or Curate for the Time being ſhall, at any 
Time ſ after being appointed thereto, withdraw or abſent himſelf, or ſhall not reſide within the Town cf 
Macclesſield aforeſaid, and do the Duty himſelf of the ſaid Church or Chapel. either by Means of having 
any other Preferment in the Church, or on any other Account or Pretence whatſhever, for more than the 
Space of hx Wecks at a Time, or more than the Space of Three Calender Months in any one Year, 
(Sickneſs or other unavoid.ble Cauſe cf Abſence excepted), or if, during ſuch his Abſence or Sickneſs, 
the aid Church or Chapel ſhall not be duly ſerved and ſupplied, by the ſa'd Miniſter or Curate's neglect- 
ing to procure ſome other fit and proper Miniſter or Miniſters to ſupply his Place, or do Duty therein; 


and if ſuch wilful Non-refidence, beyond the Time al'ovwed, or ſuch Neglect as aforeſaid, be proved by | 


ſaficient Evider ce, to the Satisfaction of the Lord Biſhop of Che#er for the Time b ing. then, and from 
thence forth, his Cure ſhall become and be deemed vacant and void, and the ſaid Charles Roe, his Heirs 


er Aigns, ſka nominate or preſent ſome otlizr fit and proper Perſon (to be licenſed in Manner aforefae] 
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in the Room or Place of the Perſon ſo abſenting himſelf, or being guilty of ſuch Neglect as aforeſaid ; and 
ch Perſon ſo to be nominated or preſented, and licenſed, ſhall be ſubject and liable to the like Diſabi- 


ity for Non-relidence, or being guilty of ſuch Neglect as aforeſaid, as the Perſon or Perions, he or they, 


hall from Time to Time ſucceed, was or were ſubject and liable to, any Licence or Diſpenſation to the 
contrary notwithſtanding. | 

Vi. And be it further enacted, That in caſe the ſaid Church or Chapel ſkz!] be ſuffered to remain

this Act 3s aforeſaid, then, and in ſuch Caſe, the Nomination or Preſentation to the ſaid Church or Cha- 
bel ſhall lapſe to the Ordinary, and from him to the Metropolitan, and from him to the Crown, accord- 
eg to the Courſe of Law in Preſentative Livings or Benefices; and the Right of Nomination or Preſen- 
teln to the ſaid Church or Chapel ſhall and may be recovered, and the Imcun:bency thereof may and ſhal 
ccale and be determined, in like Manner as the Preſentation to, or Incumbency in, any Vicarage Frelen- 
tative may now be recovered or determined. | 

VII. And be it further enacted, That no Marriages ſhall be had or folemnized, nor ſhall any Graves 
or Burying-places be made or allowed, within the iaid new Church or Chapel (except for the Interment 
of the Family of the ſaid Charles Re, his Heirs and Aſſigns).

* IX. And, in order that the ſaid new Church or Chapel may not prejudice the old Chapel in the ſaid 
© Town of ATacclesfield, nor leſſen the Revenues thereot ;* be it further enacted, That if any Woman or 
Women {hall chute to be churched in the ſaid new Church or Chapel, or if the Repreſentative or Repre- 
ſentatives of any decreaſed Perſan or Perſons ſhall be defirous of having the Corpſe of ſuch deceaſed Perſon 
6: Perſons buried in the ſaid new Church or Cnap-] Yard; Cemetery, or Burying-ground, by the Mini- 
ſter or Curate thereof, ſuch Perion or Perſons ſhali pay to the Miniſter or Curate of the ſaid new Church 
or Chapel double the Fees which are uſually and of Right ought to be paid for every ſuch Churching or 
Jorial at the ſaid old Chapel; and the ſaid Miniſter or Curate, and his Succeffors, ſhall, from Time to

0 Great Britain called Scotland, by Way of Statute-labour, are found inſufficient in the County of 


* Linktheow and Bathgate : Therefore, and for the better regulating the Repzirs of the Roads and Bridges, 
© and of the Statute-labour within the County aforeſaid,” may it pleaſe your \\T:jeſty that it may be enacted ; 
and be it enacted by the King's moiſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Content of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Au- 
thority of the ſame, That the Rceritors and Life-renters in the County of L:inlithgow and Bathgate, who 
are at preſent, or at any Time hereafter ſnall be potitied as actual Proprietors of Lands therein of one

Moft Gracious Sovereign, | 


p E, your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Commons of Great Britain, in Parliament 
Y aſſembled, think it will be for the Advantage of the Public, and that it will prevent many frau— 
* dulent Practices uſed by Perſons dealing in Lottery Tickets, and in Shares and Chances of Iottery 
© Tickets, to grant unto your Majeſty the Duty upon Licences, and to eſtabliſh the ſeveral Regulations 
* herein-after mentioned ;* and therefore do moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty that it may be enacted; 
and be it enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Confent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporel, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority 
of the ſame, That, from and after the fifth Day of April, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-nine, 
no Perfon or Perſons whatſoever ſhall, publicly or privately, ſet up, exerciſe, keep, or open, by himſelf, 
or any other Perſon or Perſons, any Office or Place for buying, ſelling, infuring, regiſteting, giving, or 
otherwiſe dealing in, any Tickets or Chances, or Parts thersof, or on the Number or Numbers of any 
Ticket or Tickets in any Lottery whatſoever, or ſhall, by Writing or Printing, publiſh the ſetting up or 
uſing any ſuch Office or Place, without firſt taking out a Licence for that Purpoſe, in Manner hereafter 
wm "Yb before he, ſhe, or they, ſhall ſo ſet up, keep open, or publiſh, any ſuch Office or Place zs 
aforeſaid.

ſaid, to make up ſuch Jury to the Number of Twelve; and all Parties concerned ſhall and may have th... 
lawful Challenges againſt any of ſuch Jurymen when they come to be ſworn, but ſhall not challenge the 
Array; and the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any one or more of them, are hereby impowered, from Time t, 
Time, to ſummon and call before the faid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, at any of their 
Meetings, in ſuch Manner as herein- after is mentioned, all and every ſuch Perſon and Perſons whomſoerer: 
who ſhall be thought proper or neceſſary to be examined as a Witneſs or Witneſſes, touching or concerning 
the Matters in queſtion to be enquired of by the ſaid Jury; and the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three dt. 
more of them, are hereby impowered to examine on Oath any ſuch Witneſs: or Witnefles, as well as xr; 
other Witneſs or Witneſies, before the ſaid Jury; and alſo to order and authoriſe the ſaid Jury, or any {x 
or more of them, to view the Place or Places, or Matters in queſtion, if the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any 
three or more of them, aſſembled at ſuch Meeting as aforeſaid, ſhall think fit; and the ſaid Jurors upon 
their Oath (which Oxth, and alſo the Oaths to be taken by the Perſon or Perſons who ſhall be ſummoned 
or produced to give Evidence as aforeſaid, the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any one or more of them, aſlembey 
at any of their Meetings, are and is hereby impowered to adminiſter) ſhail enquire of, aſſeſs, and aicertsj, 
ſuch Damage and Recompence as they ſhall think fit to be awarded to ſuch Perſon or Perſons having Rich: 
to ſuch Land as aforeſaid ; and their Verdict or Verdicts, Determination or Determinations therein, {;,j1 
be recorded by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, and kept among{t their Proceed. 
ings in the Execution of this Act, and ſhall be binding and concluſive to all Intents and Purpoles avzinl} 
all and every Party or Parties, his, her, or their Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſſigns, and all 
others claiming or who ſhall claim by, through, from, or under them, or any of them; fo as Notice in 
Writing ſhall be given to or left at the uſual Place of Abode of the Perſon or Perſons having a Right to 
ſuch Lands wherein ſuch Damage ſhall have been done as aforeſaid, of an Intention of delivering any ſuch 
Warrant or Warrants as aforeſaid to ſuch Sheriff, his Deputy, or Coroner, as aforeſaid, for the Purpoſe 
aforeſaid, you Days at the leaſt before the Meeting at which ſuch Damage ſhall be aſſeſſed and aicertainzd 
as aforeſaid. 


X. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or | 


more of them, ſhall and will, in caſe they cannot agree with any ſuch Perſon or Perſons for any ſuch Da— 
mage or Damages as aforeſaid (ſave and except the faid Lands and Damages of the ſaid Richard Formby, 
his Heirs and Aſſigns, or his or their Truſtee or Truſtees, which are provided for as herein-after is men— 
tioned), on Notice in Writing given, to or left for ſuch three or more Commiſſioners, with the Coll. gor o- 
Receiver for the Time being, to be appointed under this Act, by or on the Behalf of any ſuch Perſon or 
Perſons requiring ſuch Warrant or Warrants as aforeſaid, iſſue ſuch Warrant or Warrants within the Space 
of twenty-one . next after ſuch Notice given or left as aforeſaid, and proceed to aſſeſs ſuch Damage 
or Damages by ſuch Jury or Juries in ſuch Manner as herein- before is mentioned; and all ſuch D Mages, 
which the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, ſhall agree to pay to any ſuch Pe hn or 
Perſons, or which ſhall be aſſeſſed either by the ſaid Juſtices, or by any ſuch Jury or Juries as aforg aid, 
mall be paid by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, by and out of the Monies to be 
raiſed and received by and under this Act; and the ſaid Money agreed to be paid, or which ſhall have been 
aſſeſſed for ſuch Damages, ſhall be paid according to their reſpective Priorities as to the Time of Contract 
or Aſſeſſment; and the Collector or Receiver for the Time being ſhall, from Time to Time, at all ſeaſon— 
able Times (on Demand made to him in Writing by or on the Behalf of any ſuch Perſon or Perſons, to whom 
any Sum or Sums of Money agreed to be paid or aſſeſſed for Damages as aforeſaid, ſhall be then remaining 
due and unpaid), produce and ſhew to ſuch Perſon or Perſons making ſuch Demand, the Book or Books 
of Accounts of all Monies which ſhall then have been had and received by or under this Act, and of the 
Application thereof, and permit ſuch Perſon or Perſons to make any Extract or Exzracts of ſuch Accounts, 
or any of them; and the Monies to be had or received under this Act (after Payment of the incere? of the 
Monies that ſhall then have been borrowed by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, un— 
der the Power for that Purpoſe herein-after mentioned and given) ſhall, in the firſt Place, be paid and ap- 
plied in Satisfaction and Diſcharge of ſuch Damages which ſhall have been ſo agreed to be paid, or (hal! 
have been aſſeſſed as aforeſaid, according to their reſpective Priorities in Point of Time, with Intereſt for 
the ſame, at the Rate of five Pounds by the Hundred, by the Year, from the reſpective Times at which 
ſuch Sum or Sums of Money were agreed to be paid or aſſeſſed reſpectively. 

XI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That from and after twelve Calendar Months 
next after the ſaid River Alt ſhall have been opened, deepened, cleared, enlarged, diverted, and embanked 
as aforeſaid, and from and after the faid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, ſhall have cectified 
in Writing under their Hands, that the ſaid River Vt, when ſo opened, deepened, cleared, enlarged, di- 
verted, and embanked as aforeſaid, is inſufficient to drain, improve, and preferve the ſaid Lu Lands, it 
ſha!l and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, or any Per- 
ſon or Perſons, by their Order or Appnintment, to enter into and upon the Lands of the faid Richard 
Formby, through which the ſaid new Channel is intended to be cut, and there to ſet out and aſcertain the 
Lands to be uſed for fuch new Channel, and the Locks, Weirs, Bridges, and other Communications, to 
be made in and cver ſuch new Channel, firſt giving to the ſaid Richard Formby, or his Truſtce or Truſtees, 
or his or their known Agent or Agents, ten Days Notice of ſuch their Intention; and from and after

ſo impannelled and ſworn, ſhall upon their Oath {which Oath, and elſo the Oaths to be taken by the 
Perſon or Perſons who ſhall be produced to give Evidence before them, the ſaid Commiſtoners, or any ons 
or more of them, are and is hereby impowered to adminiſter) enquize of, aſſeſs, and aſcertain, the Value 
of ſuch Lands, and the immediate Damages to be done to the ſaid Rabbit Warren, and to award ſuch Sum 
or Sums of Money to be paid for the ſame as they ſhall think fit; and their Verdict or Detern.ination 
therein ſhall be recorded and kept by the ſaid Commiſhoners among their Proceedings in the Execution of 
this Act, and ſhall be binding and concluſive on all Parties concerned; and upon Payment or legal Tender 
of ſuch Sum or Sums of Money ſo to be awarded by the ſaid Jurors as aforeſaid, to the ſaid Richard Formby, 
his Truſtee or Truſtees, or any other Perſon authoriſed to receive the ſame, it ſhall and may be lawful to 
and for the ſaid Commiſhoners, their Workmen, or others, to enter into and upon the ſaid Lands of the 
ſaid Richard Formby, there to cut and make ſuch new Channel, and to erc& ſuch Weirs, Locks, Bridges, 
and other Communications as ſhall] be ſo aſcertained and ſet out as aforeſaid: And in caſe any ſubſequent 
or conſequential Damages ſhall happen to ariſe: to the Property of the ſaid Richard Formby, his Heirs or 
Aſſigns, by any of the Works to be done under this Act, and the ſame cannot be ſettled by Agreement as 
aforeſaid, the ſame ſhall in like Manner, upon ten Days Notice to be given by the Party requiring the 
fame, be ſettled by a like Jury, and their Verdict or Determination ſhall in like Manner be final; and the 
Money ſo to be awarded, as Jaſt-mentioned, ſhall be by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of 
them, paid out of the Monies to ariſe by virtue of this Act, to the ſaid Richard Formby, his Heirs and 
Aſſigns, within two Calendar Months next after ſuch laſt- mentioned Verdict ſhall be found as aforeſaid. 

XII. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That in all Caſes where a Verdict or Aſſeſſ- 
ment ſhall be given or made for a greater Sum of Money, as a Recompence or Satisfaction for any ſuch 
Damage as aforeſaid, than had been offered to be paid or given by the ſaid Commillioners, or any three 
or more of them, then all the Expences of ſummoning ſuch Jury, and of taking ſuch Inqueſt, ſhall be 
ſettled by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, and ſhall be defrayed and paid by them 
out of the Monies to be raiſed under this Act; but if any Verdict or Aſſeſſment ſhall be given or made for 
the ſame, or a leſs Sum of Money than had been previouſly offered to be paid or given by the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners, or any three or more of them, as aforeſaid, then and in every ſuch Caſe the Coſts and Expences 
of ſummoning ſuch Jury, and taking ſuch Inqueſt, ſhall be ſettled in like Manner by the ſaid Commil- 
foners, or any three or more of them, and ſhall be paid by the Perſon or Perſons with whom the ſaid 
Commiſſioners ſhall have ſuch Controverſy or Diſpute ; and that all and every Perſon or Perſons making 
Complaint, and requeſting ſuch Jury, ſhall, before the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall be obliged to iſſue out 
their Warrant or Warrants for the ſummoning ſuch Jury as aforeſaid, firſt enter into a Bond to the ſaid 
Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, in the Penalty of fifty Pounds, conditioned to proſecute 
ſuch his, her, or their Complaint, and to bear and pay the Coſts and Expences of ſummoning ſuch Jury, 
and taking ſuch Inqueſt, in caſe a Verdict ſhall be given for the ſame, or a leſs Sum of Money than had 
been offered to be paid or given as a Recompence or Satisfaction for ſuch Damage as aforeſaid by the ſaid 
Commiſlioners, before the ſummoning and returning of the ſaid Jury or Jurics. 

XIII. And be it further enacted, 'I] hat the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhall not be obliged to receive or take 
Notice of any Complaint or Complaints, to be made by any Peron or Perſons whomſoever, for any In- 
jury or Damage by him, her, or them ſuſtained by virtue of this Act, unleſs Application in Writing hath 
been or ſhall be made in relation thereto, by or on Behalf of fuch Perſon or Perſons, to the ſaid Commiſ- 
ſionets, or any three or more of them, or to their known Agent or Agents, or to the Collector of the 
Rates or Afleſſments under this Act, within the Space of fix Calendar Months next after the Time 
that = Injury or Damage ſhall have been ſuſtained, or the doing or committing thereof ſhall bave 
ceaſed. | 

XIV. And be it ſurther enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That the ſaid Cemmiſſioners herein-before 
named, or any three or more of them, ſhall meet in the Pariſh Church ef S/%%n aforeſaid, upon the 
Eighteenth Day of May, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy- nine, or within ten Days after, and 
ſhall proceed to put this Act in Execution; and the ſaid Commiſſioners, or the major Part of them then 
aſiembled, ſhall and may adjourn themſelves, and meet again purſuant to ſuch Acjournment, and proceed 
in the Execution of this Act, as often as they ſhall think proper ; and ſhall, at all ſuch Meetings, make 
ſuch Rules and Orders as they ſhall deem neceſſary to be obſerved. for the ordering, managing, and exe- 
cuting, in the moſt eftectual Manner, the ſeveral Powers granted by this Act; and if at the ſaid Firſt or 
any other of the Meetings of the ſaid Commiſſioners, a ſufficieat Number of the Commiſſioners ſhall not be 
preſent for acting or for adjourning, that then, and as often as the Caſe ſhall h-ppen, it ſhall be lawful for 
the ſaid Commithoners, or any three or more of them, by Writing under their Hands, to call a Meeting 
for putting this Act in Execution, by cauſing public Notice of the Time and Place of ſuch Meeting to be 
given in the Pariſh Churches of Aitcar, Sefton, Halſall, and Malton upon the Hill aforeſaid, on ſome Sun- 
day immediately after Divine Service, and ſuch Writing to be zffixed on the Doors of ſuch Churches 
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reſpectively, ten Days at leaſt before ſuch Meeting, and to continue ſuch Meeting or Meetings by Ad. 
journment, from Time to Time, as they ſhall think proper: And the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three 
or more of them, ſhall, from Time to Time, nominate and appoint one or more Collector or Collectors, Re. 
ceiver or Receivers, and ſuch other Officer or Officers, as they ſhall think neceſſary or proper for collectin 
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the Rates and Aſſeſſments to be made or aſſeſſed by virtue of this Act, and for the Management and Di. 


rection of making the ſaid new Channel, and of the ſaid Banks, Drains, Dams, and Outlets, and of 
making and erecting the ſaid Bridges, Flood-gates, Engines, Lock or Locks, Weir or Weirs, or other 
Works, and for repairing and maintaining the ſame; and the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of 
them, may authoriſe any ſuch Officers, from Time to Time, to purchaſe and provide Timber, and all 
other Materials and Things neceſſary for thoſe Purpoſes ; and to contract and agree with any Perſon or 
Perſons for the doing and performing any of the Works before mentioned; and the ſaid Commiſſioner, 
or any three or more of them, ſhall cauſe to be drawn up and entered, ſuch Rules or Orders, and other 
Proceedings of the ſaid Commiſſioners, as ſhall be made or had under or by virtue of this Act, in a Book 
or Books to be kept for that Purpoſe ; and the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, may 
allow their ſaid Collectors, Receivers, and other Officers, ſuch Salaries as they the ſaid Commiſſioners, or 
any three or more of them, ſhall judge reaſonable; which ſaid Collector or Collectors, Receiver or Re. 
ceivers, and ſuch other Officer or Officers, may and ſhall, from Time to Time, be diſplaced or removed 
at the Will and Pleaſure of the Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, who ſhall and may nomi- 
nate and appoint other or others in the Place and Stead of the Perſon or Perſons fo diſplaced or removed, 
as they the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any three or more of them, ſhall ſee Occaſion ; and ſuch Collector ot 
Collectors, Receiver or Receivers, ſo to be nominated and appointed, before he or they ſhall act in the 
Execution of their ſeveral Offices, ſhall give ſuch Security for the due and faithful Execution of ſuch their 
reſpective Offices, and for performing the ſeveral Truſts committed to them, as the ſaid Commiſſioners, or 
any three or more of them, ſhall in their Diſcretion require. | 

XV. And, in order to defray the Expences of the ſaid Commiſſioners, upon Account of their Atten. 
© dance, and to ſatisfy and pay them for ſuch Attendance, at any of the Meetings to be held as aforeſaid for 
putting this Act in Execution ;* be it further enacted, That a Sum not exceeding thirty Shillings ſhall 
be paid by the Collector or Receiver of the Rates and Taxes herein-after mentioned, to each of the ſaid 


Commiſſioners, for each Day's Attendance and Expences at any ſuch Meeting or Meetings, and ſhail be 


allowed in the Accounts of ſuch Collector or Receiver as ſo much Money paid for the Purpoſes of this 
Act; any Thing herein contained to the contrary hereof notwithſtanding. 

* XVI. And whereas it will be neceſſary to raiſe Money, for defraying the Expences of carrying this 
© Act into Execution, by Rates or Taxes to be laid upon the ſaid Low Lands: And whereas the ſaid Low 
Lands will, upon the draining thereof, receive Improvement in different Degrees and Proportions ; and 
© it is reaſonable that they ſhould be taxed towards the Expences aforeſaid, in Proportion to the Improve- 
ment they will ſo reſpectively receive from the ſaid Drainage; be it therefore enacted, That in caſe no 
Survey, Map, or Plan, of the ſaid Low Lands ſhall have been produced, and delivered to, and approved of 
by, the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or more of them, then the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or 
more of them, ſhall, and they are hereby required, as ſoon as conveniently may be after the paſling of 
this Act, to ſurvey, or cauſe to be ſurveyed, the ſaid Low Lande, and alſo to cauſe a Map or Plan to be 
made and tzken thereof, with proper References thereto (ſuch References ſpecitying and diſtinguiſhing 
the State of the ſaid Low Lands, as the ſame are more or leſs liable to be overflowed, and injured or be- 
nefited by ſuch Overflowing, and alſo ſpecifying and ſetting forth the Quantity, in Statute Meaſure, of 
Acres, Roods, and Perches, contained in each Cloſe, Field, or Parcel of ſuch Low Lands, and the then 
yearly Value of ſuch Lands); and the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or more of them, ſhall at any 
of their Meetings, yearly and every Year, the firſt Year to be computed from the thirteenth Day of Fe- 
bruary, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-nine (and ſo from the thirteenth _ of February yearly), 
aſſeſs, rate, tax, and charge, all and every the ſeveral and reſpective Owners and Occupiers of the fail 
Low Lands, according to their ſeveral Eſtates and Intereſts therein, at ſuch annual Acre Rate, or Tax 
as the fail Commiſſioners, or any five or more of them, ſhall think proper (not exceeding, ten Shillings 
for a Statute Acre), the firft of ſuch annual Rates or Taxes to commence from the thirteenth Day of 
February, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-nine, the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or more of 
them, having due Regard to the State of the ſaid Low Lands, as the ſame are more or leſs liable to be 
overflowed, and injured or benefited by ſuch Overflowings ; and alſo having Regard to the probable Im- 
provements the ſaid Low Lands will reſpectively receive under this AQ, until they ſhall receive any 
Improvements; and after the ſaid Low Lands ſhall have received any ſuch Improvements, then having 
Regard to the Improvements ſuch Lands ſhall, from Time to Time, have received (it being intended 
that all the {aid Low Lands ſnall be aſſeſſed, rated, taxed, and charged, from Time to Time, according 
to the different Degrees and Proportions of Improvement, which they ſhal] reſpectively receive from the 
Drainage thereof); and the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or more of them, ſhall annually cauſe an Eſti- 
mate of ſich State of the ſaid Low Lands, and of the then yearly Value of the different Parts thereof, to 
be from Time to Time reduced into Writing, with proper References to the ſaid Map or Plan; which 
laid ſeveral Rates or Taxes to be laid in purſuance of this Act, ſhall, from Time to Time, be paid to the 
ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or more of them, or to ſuch Perſon or Perfons as they ſhall appoint to 
receive the ſame, at or upon ſuch Day or Days in each Year as the ſaid Commillioners, or any five or more 
of them, ſhall at any of their Meetings direct or appoint; but no Aſſeſſment, Rate, or Tax, ſhall be 
made, collected, or levied, upon or in reſpect of any Lands within the Boundaries aforeſaid, which have 
not been ſubject to be overflowed or damaged by Water. - 

XVII. Provided nevertheleſs, That the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or more of them, ſhall, and ate 
hereby required to cauſe public Notice in Writing to be given of all their Meetings for making or Jaylng 
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ſuch Rates and Taxes as aforeſaid, by affixing ſuch Notice upon the Doors of the ſaid Pariſh Churches, 
at leaſt ten Days before every ſuch Meeting; and the Clerk to the ſaid Commiſſioners is hereby required 
to cauſe Notice in Writing to be given to each of the ſaid Commiſſioners, who ſhall then be refident 
within the ſaid County of Lancaſter, or left at their reſpective uſual Places of Abode, being within the ſaid 
County, at leaft ren Days before every ſuch Meeting. 

XVIII. And the better to enable the ſaid Commiſſioners to aſcertain the different Intereſts of the faid 
« Owners and Occupiers in the ſaid Low Lands ;* be it further enacted, That all and eve 
and Occupiers of the ſaid Low Lands. ſhall, and are hereby required to make out, or cauſe to be made 
out, a true, juſt, and particular Account in Writing, ſigned by or by the Order of them reſpectively, of 
all ſuch Eſtates and Intereſts as they reſpeRively have in the ſaid Low Lands, under or by virtue of any 
Leaſe, Contract, or Agreement, and to deliver ſuch Account to the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or 
more of them, at ſuch Time and Place as they, or any five or more of them, ſhall order or appoint, pub- 
lic Notice thereof being given, by affixing the ſame upon the Doors of the Pariſh Churches of Altcar, 
Sefton, Halſall, and Walton upon the Hill aforeſaid, reſpectively, ten Days at leaſt before the Time of giv- 
ing and delivering of the ſame ; but in caſe ſuch Account ſhall not be ſo made and delivered as aforeſaid, 
the ſaid Commithoners, or any five or more of them, ſhall nevertheleſs cauſe ſuch Survey, Map, or Plan, 
and Eſtimates and References, to be made, and to make ſuch Rates or Taxes, as aforeſaid. 

XIX. Provided always, and be it further enacted, That the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or more of 
them, ſhall, and are hereby required, from Time to Time, as ſoon as conveniently may be after making an 
ſuch Eſtimate, and making and aying any of the ſaid Aﬀeſſments, Rates, or Taxes as aforeſaid, to cauſe 
2 Copy of ſuch Eſtimate and Aſſeſſment to be left in the Veſtry of the Pariſh Church of Seſton aforeſaid, 
to be inſpected by all Perſons, at any ſeaſonable Hours, without Fee or Reward, and to cauſe Notice in 
Writing of the ſame being ſo left, to be affixed, in the Forenoon of ſome Sunday, upon the Doors of the 
laid Pariſh Churches, that all Perſons thinking themſelves aggrieved thereby may appeal againſt the ſame ; 
and in caſe any ſuch Perſon or Perſons ſhall ſignify in Writing to the Clerk to the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
within fourteen Days after the giving ſuch Notice, that he, ſhe, or they will appeal to the ſaid Commiſ- 
foners againſt the ſai ] Rates or Taxes, the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any five or more of them, ſhall, and 
are hereby required to meet for that Purpoſe, within fourteen Days then next following, and alter ſuch

ſons ſhall defire to have the Matter of ſuch Appeal determined by ſuch Juſtices, and ſhall refer the fame

7 HERE As the Encouragement of the Cultivation of Hemp in the Kingdom of 7re/arnd, and the 
V Importation thereof from thence, will be a Means of furniſhing this Kingdom with Sait- cloth 
an] Cordage (lo eſſentially neceſſary for the Supply of bis Majeſty's Koyal Navy, as wel] as for Ships 
employed in the Merchants Service) at more reaſonable Rates than at preſent, and will alſo tend to make 
the Supply of the ſaid Materials cheaper and Jeſs precarious, and be a Means of introducing Trade, 
Manufacture, and Induſtry, by employing many of his Majeſty's Subjects within the ſaid Kingdom of 
Ireland; may it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be enacted; and be it enacted by the 
King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Femporal, 
and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the lame, That, from and

vr other ſmpediment, were diſabled from ſubſcribing the Declaration in the Aft of Uniformity, and Explanation 
of Part of the ſaid At ; for preaching or officiating in any Congregation of Proteſtant Niflenters, for the

An Act for taking off the Duty upon all Salt uſed in the curing of Pilchards, and laying a 
proportionable Duty upon all Pilchards conſumed at Home only. | 

, WHEREAS by an Act of Parliament, paſſed in the fiſth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty 
: King George the firſt, intituled, An Af for recovering the Credit of the Britiſh Fiſhery in foreign 
; Parts, and for beiter ſecuring the Duties on Salt, Pilchards cured for Exportation are exempted from 
the Payment of any Duty on Salt to his Majeſty, except the Cuſtoms payable on the Importation 
thereof; And whereas of late Times the Pilchard Fiſhery bath been ſo much increaſed, that the 
Demands of foreign Markets have been found inſufficient to take off and vend the Quantities of Pil— 


* chards cured at a Price adequate to encourage and preſerve a Fiſhery fo valuable: And whereas, upon a 


* ſerious View and Inveſtigation of the State of the ſaid Fiſhery, there is Reaſon to hope that the ſame 
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© may be preſerved, and carried on in its full Extent, if, under proper Regulations, a reaſonable Abate 
© ment were made in the Duty on Salt uſed in the curing of all ſuch Pilchards as may be appropriated 5 
Home Conſumption;' be it thereſore enacted by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the 
Advice and Conlent of the Lords Spiritual and Tempora], and Commons, in this preient Parliament

* Lee, from the Town of Hertford to the Town of Ware, in the County of Hertford ; and for preſervine and 
improving the ſaid River, from the ſaid Town of Ware, to the New Cut or River made by the Mayr, Cam- 
* monally, and Citizens of London; and for other Purpoſes therein mentioned; the Governor and Com- 
* pany of the New River, in Conſideration of a Quantity of Water ſupplied out of the ſaid River Les, 
* for the Uſe of the ſaid New River, are directed to pay to certain Truſtees appointed in and by the ſaid 
Act, for the Care and Management of the Navigation of the River Lee, two annual Sums of Money, 
* amounting together to the Sum of three hundred and Fifty Pounds, to be applied in preſerving and im- 
* proving the Navigation of the ſaid River Lee: And whereas, by an Act made in the ſeventh Year of the

Houſes in Great Britain, and for amending the ſaid Act; and alſo for amending ſo much 


of an Act, made in the ſeventeenth Year of the Reign of his preſent Majeſty, as impoſes 
a Duty upon all Servants retained or employed in the ſeveral Capacities therein men- 
tioned. . | 


c HEREAS, by an Act, made in the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, intituled, An A for granting 
6 to his Majeſty certain Duties upon all inhabited Houſes within the Kingdom of Great Britain, certain 
© yearly Rates and Duties were granted upon all inhabited Houſes within the Kingdom of Great Britain, 
© to be paid by the Occupiers thereof; (that is to ſay) a Duty of Sixpence in the Pound on all Dwelling- 
© houſes, with the Houſehold Offices therewith occupied, worth the yearly Rent of five Pounds, and 
© under the yearly Rent of fifty Pounds; and of one Shilling in the Pound on all Dwelling-houſes, 
© with the Houſehold Offices therewith occupied, worth the yearly Rent of fifty Pounds and upwards ; 
© to be eſtimated and aſcertained in Manner therein expreſſed: And whereas the ſaid Rates and Duties 
© do not bear a proper Proportion to each other, and the Payment thereof hath been greatly evaded;' 
we, your Majeſty's moſt dutiful and loyal Subjects, the Commons of Great Britain, in Parliament 
aſſembled, do therefore think that it will be for the Advantage of the Public to repeal the preſent 
Rates and Duties on inhabited Houſes, and to grant unto your Majeſty the ſeveral new Rates and Du- 
ties on inhabited Houſes herein- after mentioned, to be applied to the Uſes and Purpoſes which the ſaid 
Rates and Duties, granted by the above-mentioned Act, made in the laſt Seflion of Parliament, are now 
applicable unto ; and do moſt humbly beſeech your Majeſty that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted by

II. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That, from and after the ſaid fifth Day of 
July, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-nine, there ſhall be charged, raiſed, levied, and paid, unto 
his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſſors, the ſeveral and reſpective Rates and Duties upon all inhabited 
Houſes, with their Appurtenances, herein- after mentioned, by the Occupiers thereof reſpectively; (that 
is to ſay) Upon and for every Dwelling-houſe inhabited, together with the Offices, Courts, Yards, and 
Gardens, as herein-after expreſſed, therewith occupied, which now are, or hereafter ſhall be, erected 
within the Kingdom of Great Britain, and which are, or for the Time being ſhall be, worth the yearly 
Rent of five Pounds and upwards, and under the yearly Rent of twenty Pounds, the yearly Sum of Six- 
pence in the Pound; and upon and for every Dwelling-houſe inhabited, together with the Offices, Courts, 
Yards, and Gardens, as herein- after expreſſed, therewith occupied, which now are, or hereafter ſhall be, 
erected within the Kingdom of Great Britain, and which are, or for the Time being ſhall be, worth the 
yearly Rent of twenty Pounds and upwards, and under the yearly Rent of forty Pounds, the yearly Sum 
of Nine-pence in the Pound ; and upon and for every Dwelling-houſe inhabited, together with the Offices, 
Courts, Yards, and Gardens, as herein-after expreſſed, therewith occupied, which now are, or hereafter 
ſhall be, erected within the Kingdom of Great Britain, and which are, or for the Time being ſhall be, 
worth the yearly Rent of forty Pounds and upwards, the yearly Sum of one Shilling in the Pound, to be 
eſtimated and aſcertained in the Manner in the ſaid Act and this preſent Act expreſſed. | 

III. And be it further enacted and declared by the Authority aforeſaid, That, in all Pariſhes and Places 
where the Aſſeſſments were made for three * of a Year, from the fifth Day of Juh, one thouſand 
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ſeven hundred and ſeventy- eight, to the fifth Day of April, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-njne 
at the Rates preſcribed by the former Act, a further Aſſeſſment ſhall be made at the ſame Rates for one

Time of her or their being taken as Prize, ſunk, burnt, or otherwiſe deſtroyed, before the Mayor, or

Majeſty King George the Second, intituled, An Aci for the more eaſy and ſpeedy Recovery of Small 
© Debts within the Tower Hamlets, which ſaid Act hath by Experience been found uſeful to the Inhabitants 
© thereof; but the ſame is in many Reſpects defective, and inſufficient to anſwer the good Purpoſes thereby 
© intended: And whereas the Place now uſed as a Court-houſe by the Commiſſioners for executing the 
© ſaid Act is very inconvenient for that Purpoſe, and greatly out of Repair; and no Proviſion is made by 
© the ſaid former Act for railing Money to build, or provide, or put in Repeir, a proper Court-houſe, and 
© Offices for executing the Powers of the ſaid Act: May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be 
enacted; and be it enacted by the King's moſt excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent

0 V HERE AS the Puniſhment of Felons, and other Offenders, by Tranſportation to his Majeſty's 
1 Colonies and Plantations in America, is attended with many Difficulties:“ Be it therefore enacted 
by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Tempora], and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
That, from and after the firſt Day of July, one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy- nine, when any 
Perſon, at any Seſſion of Oyer and Terminer, or Gaol Delivery, or at any Quarter or other General Seſ-

And be it further enacted, That there ſhall be, adjoining to each of ſuch Penitentiary Houſes, 
one or more large and airy Yaids or Places, incloſed and properly ſreured, in which, and on the Top of 
ſuch Houſe, if the Building will admit ſuch a Convenience, the Offenders orderei to be confined in ſuch 
Houſe ſhi! be permitted to walk and air themſelves, for ſuch ſtated Time as their Health may require, 


and the Governors ſhall reſpectively permit; and if proper Employment can be found, ſuch Ofenders may 


alſo be permitted to work in ſuch Yards, inſtead of their Lodging-rooms or VWork-rooms ; but ſuch air- 
ing or working in ſuch Yards ſhall never be permitted unlefs in the Preſence or within the View of the 
Governor or Teoſk-maiter, or ſome of their Servants or Aſſiſtants. 

XLIV. And be it further enacted, That in caſe any ſuch Offender ſhall appear to be ſick, he or ſhe

themſelves or Families, or by permitting them to work, during the Intervals of their ſtated Labour, for 
the like Uſe and Benefit. 

XLVI. And be it further enated, That the Governor of each of ſuch Penitentiary Houſes ſhall have 
Power to hear all Complaints touching any of the following Offences ; that is to ſay, Diſobedience of any 
of the Orders of the Houſe ; Aſſaults by one Perſon confined in ſuch Houſe upon another, when no dan- 
perous Wound or Btuiſe is given; profane Curſing and Sweating, or indecent Behaviour; Abſence from

XLVII. And be it further enacted, That if any Offender who ſhall be committed to any ſuch Peniten- 
tiary Houſe ſhall, during the Term for which he ſhall be ſo committed, be guilty of any Offence which 
the Governor of ſuch Houſe is not hereby authoriſed to puniſh, or for which the Puniſhment which ſuch

6 W HERE AS Pot and Pearl Aſhes, Wood and Weed Aſhes, are eſſentially neceſſary in the whiten- 
i ing of Linen Cloth and Thread, and in the preparing of Linen Yarn for the Loom, and are uſed

An Act for repairing, enlarging, and preſerving the Harbour of AMeryſteryth, in the County 
Be of Cardigan, 


HEREAS the Town of Abery/lwyth, in the County of Cardigan, is a Port of very conſiderable 
Trade, which hath of late Years greatly increaſed, and the Ships and Veſlels now belonging to 

the Harbour there, and trading to and from the ſaid Port, are more numerous and of larger Dimenſions 
than heretofore : And whereas the Harbour of the ſaid Port, by reaſon of a large Bank of Sand which 
croſles the Entrance of it, is ſo greatly obſtructed that the navigating of Veſſels even of very ſmall 
Burthen, into or out of the fame, is become very difficult and dangerous, and often impracticable, to the 
reat Detriment of the Trade of the ſaid Town and Port, and to the Danger and inconvenience, as 
well of Ships and Veſſels belonging to the fame, which, by reaſon of ſuch Obſtruction, are obliged to 
ride in the Bay of Cardigan, as of ſuch other Ships and Veſſels as are driven on the Coaſt by Streſs of 
Weather: And whereas ſeveral Sums of Money have been from Time to Time expended in improving 
the ſaid Harbour, which aſforded only a temporary Relief; for the Storms from the Sca gradually formed 
a freſh Bank of Sand to obſtruct the Entrance inſtead of the Obſtruction removed; and the Harbour in. 
its preſent ruinous State is in great Danger of being intirely loſt and deſtroyed ; which renders the clear-

they, or any five or more of them, ſhall enter into for the leaſing or letting ſuch Rates or Duties, Wharfs, 
Docks, Quays, Cranes, Engines, or Land as aforeſaid, expreſsly mention what Sums ſhall be demanded 
or taken by the reſpeCtive Tenants or Leſſees, either as Rates or Duties, or for the Uſe of ſuch Wharfs, 
Docks, Quays, Cranes, Engines, or Land, of the Maſter or Owner of any Ship or Veſſel, or other Per- 
ſon liable to pay the ſame; and if any ſuch Tenant or Leflee ſhall demand or take more than the Sum

Ballaſt, Shingle, Stones, or other Things, the Removal or taking away of which may be prejudicial 
thereto, or to the Works erected or to be erected for the Security of the ſame, or do any Act, Matter, or 
Thing, to prejudice or annoy the ſame; and if any ſuch Prejudice or Annoyance ſhall be done, the 
Matter thereof ſhall be examined into by the ſaid Truſtees, or any three or more of them, who are hereby 
impowered, for every ſuch Offence, to impoſe any Fine or Fines upon every or any Perſon or Perſons ſo 
offending, not exceeding the Sum of forty Shillings, which the ſaid Truſtees, or any three or more of 
them (by Warrant under their Hands and Scals directed to ſuch Perſon or Perſons as they ſhall appoint),

veniently removed or got off by Day-light, that then the Owner or Owners thereof ſhall be obliged, and 
he and they is and are hereby required, to jet and maintain, at his and their own Expence, a ſufficient 
Number of careful and ſober Pertons to guard and watch over the ſame for ſuch and fo many Hours (ac- 
cording to the Scaſon of the Year) as the ſaid Truſtees, or the Quay-maſter, or other Perſon or Perſons 
by them, or any five or more of them, appointed, ſhall ſpecify and direct; and in caſe any ſuch Owner 
or Owners, or the Perſon or Perſons having the Rule or Command of any ſuch Ship or Veſſel as afore— 
faid, ſhall make Default in the Premiſes, each and every Perſon ſo offending ſhall, for every ſuch Offence, 
forfeit and pay the Sum of ten Pounds. | 

XVI. And for the more orderly Government of the ſaid Harbour, and for the better preſerving the 
© ſame, and the Works to be erected there, from Prejudice or Damage, as well as Accommodation of Ships 
© or Veſſels coming into, or going out of the ſaid Harbour;' be it enacted, That the ſaid Truſtees, or any 
five or more of them, ſhall have . and Authority, and they are hereby authoriſed and impowered to 
nominate and appoint ſuch Perſon or Perſons as they ſhall think proper, with ſuch annual Allowance 
or Salary, out of the Rates or Duties by this Act granted and made payable, as they ſhall think fit, not 
exceeding ten Pounds per Annum; and ſuch Perſon or Perſons fo appointed ſhall, from Time to Time, 
order and require all and every or any Perſon or Perſons having the Rule or Command of any Ship or 
. other Veſſel entering into, lying, being, or abiding within the faid Harbour, to lie, anchor, moor, and 
ballaſt ſuch Ship or other Veſſel in ſuch proper Place or Places within the ſame, as the ſaid Perſon or Per- 
ſons ſo appointed ſhall order, affign, or direct, for thoſe Purpoſes, provided that the Perſon or Perſons ſo 
appointed ſhall, to the beſt of his or their Skill and Knowledge, order or require ſuch Ship or other Veſſel 
to lie, anchor, moor, or ballaſt in a Place of Safcty ; and in caſe any Perſon or Perſons then having the 
Rule or Command of ſuch Ship or other Veſſel ſhall neglect or refuſe fo to do, he and they, and each of 
them, for ſuch Neglect or Refuſal, ſhall forfeit and pay any Sum not exceeding five Pounds. 

XVII And be it further enacted, That for the better effecting the ſeveral Matters and Things to be done

An Act to admit to an Entry in this Kingdom, under certain Reſtrictions, Tobacco im- 
ported not directly from the Place of 1is Growth or Produce, and for granting an adul- 
tional Duty on ſuch Jobacco, during the preſent Hoſtilities. 


7 HEREAS by an AQ, made in the twelfth Year of the Reign of King Charles the Second, in- 

tituled, An Ac for the encouraging and increaſing of Shipping and Navigation, it was, amongtit other 
Things, enacted, That no Goods or Commodities of the Growth, Production, or M inufacture of 
Africa, Aſia, or America, ſhall be imported or brought into AEngland, Ireland, Il ates, the lands of 
© Guernſey or Ferſey, or Town of Berwick upon Tweed, trom any other Place or Places, Country or Coun- 
© tries, but only from thoſe of the ſaid Growth, Production, or Manufacture, or from thole Parts where 
© the ſaid Goods and Commodities can only, or are, or uſually have been, fic{t ſhipped for "Tranſportation, 
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© and from none other Places or Countries, under the Penalty of the Forfeiture of all ſuch of the afore- 


© ſaid Goods as ſhall be imported from any other Place or Country, contrary to the true Intent and Mean- 
© ing of the ſaid Act; and alſo of the Ship in which they were imported, with all her Guns, Furniture, 
* Ammunition, Tackle, and Apparel: And whereas, during the preſent Rebellion of the Colonies in 
© America, ſeveral Parcels of Tobacco of the Growth of the 1aid Colonies, which have eſcaped the Cap- 
ture of Britiſh Cruizers, have been imported into ſome of the neutral lilands in the g Iudies, where 
they have been purchaſed by ſome of his Majeſty's Subjects not in Rebellion, and thence conveyed to 
© ſome Britiſh Iſland in the J/eft Indies, where they have been admitted to Entry and from whence they 
have been imported into this Kingdom upon Payment of, or Security given for, the Payment of the 
< Britih Plantation Duties: And whereas Doubts have ariſen reſpecting the Legality of ſuch Importation 
into the ſaid Britiſb Iſlands in the Ve Indies, as alſo of the Importation thereof from the ſaid Iſlands 
© into this Kingdom: And whereas it is manifeſtly for the Benefit of the Revenue and Navigation of this 
* Kingdom, to permit the ſaid Trade, and to exempt from the Forfeitures and Penalties above mentioned, 
© any Parcels of the aforeſaid Tobacco, which having been tranſhipped at Sea on board ſuch Veſſels 
* which brought the ſame from Saint Euſtatia, and other neutral Iſlands, have not been landed at any 
Iſland or other Place in the Britiſb Dominions in America, from which the ſame may be lawfully imported 
into this Kingdom: May it therefore pleaſe your Majeſty that it may be enacted ;' and be it enacted 
by the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual aad 
Temporal, and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, 
That it ſhall and may be lawful for the Owners of ſuch Tobacco fo imported, or which ſhall or may be 
imported into this Kingdom, before the firſt Day of Zanuary, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-one, 
to enter and pay the Duties due and payable for tuch Tobacco, without incurring any Penalty or For- 
feiture whatſoever, for or by reaſon of ſuch Importation; and the ſaid Tobacco ſo entered or to be entered, 
and the Ships or Veſiels in which the ſame was or may be ſo imported as aforeſaid, thall be releaſed and 
diſcharged from any Seizure or Forfeiture on account of ſuch Importation; any Thing in the ſaid recited 
Act, or any other Act, to the contrary notwithſtanding. = 
II. And, for obviating any Doubts or Difficulties that may hereafter ariſe by ſuch Importations,“ it is 
hereby further enacted and declared by the Authority aforeſaid, That, from and after the firſt Day of 
/anuary, one thouſand ſeven hundred and eighty-one, any Tobacco, being the Growth or Produce of any 
Bare of the Briti/h Dominions in America, which, during the Continuance of the preſent Hoſlilities, ſhall 
be bona fide imported into and landed at any Britih Iſland in the Je? Indies, from any Iſland or Place in 
America or the Ii Indies in Amity with his Mazzſty, his Heirs or Succeſſors, ſnall and may be imported 
directly from ſuch Br:t1fþ Iſland, and ſhall and may be entered and landed in this Kingdom upon Payment 
of the proper Duties due thereon provided the Maſter, or Perſon having the Command or Charge of the 
Veſſel in which the ſame ſhall be imported, ſhall produce and deliver to the Collector, or other proper 
Officer of the Cuſtoms at the Port of Importation, at the Time he makes his Report, a Certificate, under 
the Hand and Seal of Office of the Collector and Comptroller, or other principal Officer of the Cuſtoms,

W HER EAS by an Act of Parliament, made in the twelfth Year of the Reign of King Carli 
the Second, intituled, An Act for the encouraging and increaſing of Shipping and Navigation, all 
Goods or Commodities of the Growth, Production, or Manufacture, of Africa, Aſia, or America, or 
any Part thereof, are to be imported and brought into the Kingdom of England, Ireland, or I] ales, the 
Iflands of Guerney and Jerſey, or Town of Berwick upon Tweed, in Engliſh-built Shipping, or other 
Shipping belonging to ſome of the aforeſaid Places, whereof the Maſter, and three-fourths of the Ma—

the groſs Sum that ſhall be aſſeſſed for the true and real Value thereof, in Manner and Form as is herein- 
after mentioned and ex preſſed, ſhall] be paid.
